Judicial review threat to 
Southeastern’s franchise

A SENIOR backbencher has warned 
of a potential legal battle in the 
ongoing Southeastern row unless a 
full independent review is held into 
the train firm’s performance. 

The under-fire company could be in line for 
an automatic renewal of its franchise next 
year, despite hundreds of complaints from 
commuters and MPs about the standards of 
service over the winter freeze. 

Now North Thanet MP Roger Gale has said 
information used in the Continuation Review 
- which determines whether the train firm is 
granted an automatic franchise extension - 
must be rigorously scrutinised, or there will be 
moves to force a judicial review into the issue. 

His comments followed a private meeting on 
Tuesday between transport minister Theresa 
Villiers and 12 Kent MPs to discuss South¬ 
eastern’s poor performance and fare increases 
of as much as 13 per cent on some routes. 

All MPs agreed the future of the company’s 
franchise, which could potentially be extended 
from 2012 to 2014 before a tender is put out to 
other firms, should be reconsidered - with 
some calling for it to be scrapped. 

Mr Gale said: “When an entire county’s 
Members of Parliament speak with one voice 
to give vent to the very real anger and sense of 
frustration felt by the people that they repre¬ 
sent, a minister is likely to pay heed. 

“It is unfortunate that Theresa Villiers is 
saddled with a franchise contract and the 
terms and conditions of the Continuation

ENVIRONMENTAL campaigners have come 
up with an innovative plan which they say 
could bring an end to Operation Stack.

Campaigners 
make plea to 
Stack lorries 
in the Channel

MOTORING misery caused by 
Operation Stack could come to 
an end if land beneath the 
Channel is reclaimed and turned 
into a giant lorry park. 

That is the view of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England’s Kent branch - 
Protect Kent - which is calling for innova¬ 
tive solutions to the county’s ever-increas¬ 
ing traffic problems. 

Speaking at a public meeting on 
Wednesday, the group’s chairman Richard 
Knox-Johnston told councillors and resi¬ 
dents that the Port of Dover should be 
asked to build a new lorry park on land 
reclaimed from the sea as part of its ongo¬ 
ing expansion plans. 

He added that such a park could hold up 
to 6,000 freight vehicles and remove the 
need for lorries to queue on the M20 when 
crossings are stopped or delayed through 
bad weather, incidents in the Channel 
Tunnel, or industrial action in France. 

After the meeting, Protect Kent director 
Hilary Newport told KoS it was time for 
transport chiefs to “take three or four steps 
back” and reassess the county’s traffic 
problems. 

She said: “Operation Stack is a big prob¬ 
lem that occurs for reasons beyond any¬ 
one’s control, but it does seem particularly 
harsh that the whole of the county suffers 
when it happens. 

“For a really modest cost when compared 
to the rest of the port’s expansion plans, it 
could reclaim a section of land from the sea 
and provide a wonderful opportunity for a 
good, secure and properly policed lorry park. 

“This would mean that freight can 
instead be stacked right on the port’s 
doorstep where it would not be a burden on 
the rest of Kent.” 

Operation Stack can be implemented in 


OPERATION STACK: When lorries park 
on the M20 the rest of the county suffers 

three phases depending on the volume of 
traffic, the first of which involves coast- 
bound lorries queuing on the M20 between 
Junctions 11 and 12. Phase two results in 
the additional closure of the motorway 
between Junctions 8 and 9, while phase 
three affects the London-bound carriage¬ 
ways of the same stretch. 

Kent County Council is currently devel¬ 
oping its plans for a possible lorry park 
near Aldington as an alternative to Stack, 
but the proposals have been met with fierce 
opposition from residents and environmen¬ 
tal campaigners. 

The meeting Mr Knox-Johnston attended 
was organised by Gravesham Rural Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forum to discuss plans for a new 
lower Thames crossing linking Chadwell in 
Essex with land to the east of Gravesend. 

He said: “The county councils seem to 
believe the only way forward is to encour¬ 
age and nurture the unsustainable growth 
of traffic - especially road-based freight - 
through Kent. 

“It is this growth which is a major driver 
for the perceived need for an extra crossing 
between Kent and Essex, which would be 
highly damaging to the environment as 
well as hugely expensive.”

Review that it contains, that was entered into 
by the previous government. 

“Nevertheless, it is essential the review is rig¬ 
orous and the figures upon which it is based are 
crawled over with a fine-tooth comb: anything 
less is likely to end up under judicial review.” 

Ms Villiers agreed to ask transport secretary 
Philip Hammond to seek Government funding 
for an independent inspection of performance 
data submitted by Southeastern last month. 

Commuters narrowly missed out on compen¬ 
sation despite rail chaos during the big freeze 
in December after the train firm released pun¬ 
ctuality and reliability figures showing 82.04 
per cent of its trains had run on time last year. 

Had it fallen below the 82 per cent target, 
season ticket holders would have been eligible 
for a five per cent reduction in fares. 

Critics said the figures had been “massaged” 
by the inclusion of high-speed train statistics, 
which is a reliable service, but does not serve 
the whole of Kent. 

A BBC investigation found that had these 
figures not been included, Southeastern would 
not have met targets and would now be faced 
with making a huge compensation payout. 

Mr Gale said there did not appear to be a 
single Kent MP who was prepared to take the 
train operator or its figures at face value. 

He added: ‘We do not wish to see the fran¬ 
chise re-awarded to a company that those who 
we represent believe has failed them.” 

MP for Dartford Gareth Johnson also 
attended the meeting. 

He argued that Southeastern provided nei¬ 
ther value for money nor a satisfactory service. 

He said. “I feel [Southeastern] must not hide 
behind figures that few of us have confidence 
in. There is a high degree of anger among all of 
Kent’s MPs towards Southeastern and a deter¬ 
mination that their franchise renewal should 
not be just rubber stamped.” 

A spokesman at Southeastern said the com¬ 
pany was not involved in Tuesday’s discus¬ 
sions and therefore could not comment. 

However, he said the firm’s focus remained 
on continuing to improve punctuality, reliabil¬ 
ity and communication with passengers and 
the company was always happy to discuss any 
changes government wished to make. 

He added: “As Roger Gale MP has acknowl¬ 
edged, Southeastern is bound by its contract 
with the Department for Transport.” 

Kent manager of rail watchdog Passenger 
Focus Tunde Olatunji said standards had been 
disappointing and that it was only right an inde¬ 
pendent party looked at performance figures.

Transport of delight as cathedral welcomes sculptor’s stunning new artwork 


THE sculptor behind the Angel of the North 
has nailed a new artwork inside the 12th cen¬ 
tury crypt of Canterbury Cathedral. 

Suspended above the original resting place 
of martyred Archbishop Thomas Becket, the 
two-metre design by Antony Gormley uses 
antique iron nails from the cathedral’s roof to 
form the image of a floating body. 

Entitled Transport, the intricate design 
gives the illusion of having no visible means 
of support. Gormley, 60, who bases most of 
his sculptures on the human body, unveiled 
his latest work at the cathedral on Sunday, 
last week. 

He said: “The body is less a thing than a 
place; a location where things happen. 

“Thought, feeling, memory and anticipation 
filter through it, sometimes staying but most¬ 
ly passing on, like us in this great cathedral 
with its centuries of building, adaptation, 
extension and all the thoughts, feelings and 
prayers that people have had and transmit¬ 
ted here. 

“Mind and body, church and state, are 
polarities evoked by the life and death of 
Becket. We are all temporary inhabitants of a 
body. It is our house, instrument and medi¬ 


um. Through it all impressions of the world 
come, and from it all our acts, thoughts and 
feelings are communicated. I hope to have 
evoked this in the most direct way possible.” 

The sculpture is in the eastern part of the 
cathedral, where Becket’s remains were first 
kept before being moved to Trinity Chapel, 
built for the shrine of St Thomas. 

The tomb stood from 1220 to 1538, when it 
was destroyed on the orders of Henry VIII 
and the saint’s bones scattered and lost. A 
single candle now burns at the site. A memo¬ 
rial to St Thomas has since been construct¬ 
ed near the spot on which he was slain, con¬ 
sisting of an altar with two swords above it. 

The Dean of Canterbury, the Very Rev Dr 
Robert Willis, said: “It is thrilling that Antony 
Gormley has taken the old nails from the roof, 
which was being restored, and from them 
created Transport. 

“The sense of passage the word conveys 
tunes well with the constant movement of 
people through this place of prayer and cre¬ 
ativity. It also suggests the way in which 
sacred spaces communicate a sense of time 
and eternity, of the finite and the infinite. We 
are hugely grateful for this work.”

‘Tax the rich 
and save our 
ancient forests’ 


A WILDLIFE charity is calling on the Government to introduce a new 
tax system it says would protect Britain’s woodland by penalising 
wealthy landowners, writes Steve Knight. 


Canterbury-based Wildwood Trust says 
people should be taxed on the amount of land 
they own rather than the money they earn, 
thereby forcing those with vast estates to sell 
their assets to avoid paying huge rates. 

Chief executive Peter Smith says the ‘land 
value tax’ would also revitalise the UK econ¬ 
omy and result in 95 per cent of the public 
being much better off. 

His comments came in response to 
Government plans to privatise much of 
England’s woodland, which were debated in 
the House of Commons on Wednesday. 

Hours earlier the Forestry Commission - 
which owns and runs 18 per cent of England’s 
woods including Bedgebury in the High 
Weald - announced plans to cut 500 jobs. 

It also owns Hemsted Forest, Benenden; 
King’s Wood near Wye; Clowes Wood, 
Canterbury; and Lyminge Blocks. 

Mr Smith said: “Land is the most crucial ele¬ 
ment to the protection of wildlife in this coun¬ 
try and it is the policy of Wildwood to reverse 
the sale of public land into private hands. 

“The privatisation of land over the past 
1,000 years has been a disaster for British 
wildlife. Further privatisation will continue 
this appalling history of loss. 

“This country needs to create a network of 


commonly-owned land that can remain wild. 

‘Wildwood’s vision for national woodlands 
is inspired by the work pioneered by the coun¬ 
try’s greatest ever statesmen - David Lloyd 
George and Sir Winston Churchill. This can 
be achieved at no cost to the taxpayer by a 
small change to our taxation system.” 

The Coalition has pledged to sell 15 per 
cent of the public forest estate by 2015, 
accounting for about 1,500 forests covering 
more than 250,000 hectares. A consultation 
was launched on January 27, with four 
options for the disposal of the rest. 

Mr Smith said he had been working with 
leading economist Fred Harrison - recog¬ 
nised by some as the first to predict the glob¬ 
al financial crisis - on a new book and docu¬ 
mentary that will include Wildwood’s prefer¬ 
ence for a land value tax system. 

“Tax dodgers and large landowners would 
be very much worse off, and many would be 
forced to sell their land to others who could 
make better use of it,” said Mr Smith. 

• Sittingboume and Sheppey Tory MP 
Gordon Henderson will vote against proposals 
to lease forest or woods unless public access is 
guaranteed. He said: “If I am not satisfied that 
continued access is subject to a legally binding 
guarantee, then I will vote against the bill.” 


Police appeal to arson claim caller 


A SERIAL arsonist has contacted Kent Police 
to claim responsibility for five fires in and 
around Maidstone. 

The first was started at Lenham 
Ironmongers on October 28,2010, and spread 
to the constituency office of Faversham and 
Mid Kent Tory MP Hugh Robertson. 

Boughton Monchelsea service station was 
set alight on December 29, followed by a 
bathroom studio in Chart Sutton, on 
January 28; garages off Headcorn High 
Street on January 30; and a garage in 


Ulcombe between January 29 and 30. 

Supt Andrew Rabey said: “These are 
unusual circumstances and we are keeping 
an open mind as to the reason why the per¬ 
son has committed these offences and why 
someone has made contact in this way. 

“I appeal directly to the person responsible 
for these fires to call us, or for anyone who 
knows who might be responsible to get in 
touch. Our priority is to protect lives and 
property, so any information that could help 
us catch this arsonist is vital.”

Litter of the law 

A SMOKER who lodged an appeal against a 
£60 littering fine has been ordered to pay £545 
after twice failing to appear at court. 

Brian Hunt, 39, was fined after Medway 
Council officers saw him throw a cigarette butt 
from a car window in Strood in July, 2010. 

Hunt, of Poppy Close, Gillingham, decided to 
contest the charge, claiming he did not smoke 
for medical reasons and could produce doctor’s 
evidence to back his claim. 

But Hunt failed to appear in court. He was 
fined £80 and ordered to pay £150 costs, plus 
a £15 surcharge. He lodged an appeal and the 
case was due to be heard at Maidstone Crown 
Court. 

However, after once again failing to appear, 
his appeal was dismissed, with costs of £300 
awarded to Medway Council.

Our lives and NHS 
funds in GPs’ hands 

‘Pathfinders’ put in charge of local health budgets 


HEALTHCARE reforms that 
will see GPs take control of NHS 
funds are being piloted by six 
groups of doctors in Kent. 

Known as ‘Pathfinders’, the consortia will 
work together to manage local budgets and 
purchase services for patients in areas of 
Thanet, Canterbury and Dover. 

Such duties are currently performed by 
primary care trusts - of which there are cur¬ 
rently three in Kent - but all 152 across the 
country are due to be abolished along with 10 
strategic health authorities. 

Future 

The Pathfinders - which are split into 
Thanet, East Cliff, Ramsgate, C4 Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Dash (Deal, Ash and 
Sandwich Health) - will now begin testing 
the new arrangements to ensure they are 
working effectively before GPs take on statu¬ 
tory responsibilities in April, 2013. 

Dr Mark Jones from C4 Canterbury said: 
“GP consortia, given the support and neces¬ 
sary resources to do the job properly, will be 
in a prime position to deliver healthcare that 
is fit for the future. 

“But the work must start now and build on 
the engagement that already exists.

“This must not be about just another reor¬ 
ganisation but recognising this is an opportu¬ 
nity to build on the values and quality of gen¬ 
eral practice and, working with clinical and 
managerial colleagues, develop integrated 
services that are affordable and truly aim to 
improve patient care.” 

Late last year members of the Kent Local 
Medical Committee, which represents more 
than 1,300 GPs across the county, met to 
discuss the radical reforms set out in the 
Health Bill. 

While the move to doctor-led commission¬ 
ing was broadly welcomed, there were 
concerns they would not be given the 
resources to do the job properly and that they 
would be blamed for shortcomings in an 
underfunded health service. 

And in a national survey of 500 GPs and 
500 hospital doctors, only 23 per cent believed 
the far-reaching changes to the NHS would 
lead to higher standards. 

West Kent GP Dr Paul Blundell said at 
the time: “There is great potential it could 
result in greater efficiency and benefits for 
the patients. But I think the concern is that, 


like this current government, whatever 
merits there are, they will be handing out 
pain to people, and I hope we do not find 
ourselves tainted with the same problem by 
having to say sorry you cannot have this or 
that.” 

Meanwhile, the current chief executive of 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent has been 
appointed head of the newly-formed cluster of 
PCTs in the county. 

From April, Ann Sutton will be the sole chief 
executive of both NHS West Kent and NHS 
Medway, as well as Eastern and Coastal. 

Efficiently 

All three trusts are consolidating their 
teams in preparation for the GP handover, 
and plan to work closely with the doctors to 
transfer knowledge and expertise and to sup¬ 
port the new consortia as they set up. 

Ms Sutton said: “As well as supporting GP 
colleagues in setting up their commissioning 
expertise for the future, we must also ensure 
the health services people in Kent and 
Medway need today continue to be delivered 
properly and efficiently. 

“I am looking forward to building on the 
progress we have made across the county in 
recent years to deliver even better health and 
care for residents.”

Company to the rescue 
amidst chaos in Cairo 


HOSTAGE and terrorism experts from a 
Kent-based intelligence agency have been 
deployed to rescue hundreds of business 
clients caught up in the Egyptian crisis. 

Teams from the Inkerman Group, which 
has its operations centre in Ashford, flew 
into Cairo last weekend in order to lead 
worried employees and their families away 
from the rioting, looting and protests that 
continue to rock the nation. 

According to Inkerman’s chief executive 
Gerald Moor, many of those rescued were 
forced to leave burnt-out offices behind them 
as a result of the escalating violence over 
President Mubarak’s reign. 

“One veiy big complex was burned to the 
ground and another was so badly damaged 
you would never have imagined it contained 
any furniture at all,” he said. “Even the air 
conditioners were ripped from the walls. 

‘We’re continuing to evacuate people but 
the challenge is where to take them. Cairo 
airport is operating but you need all the right 
documentation before you can fly, some of 
which can take some time to get hold of. 

“Getting out of the city by road can also be 
very difficult because there are several 
checkpoints, some of which are manned by 
bandits. We let them take whatever they 
want because the most important thing is 
getting past them with people’s lives intact.” 

Mr Moor founded the Inkerman Group in 
1996 following a 20-year career in the British 
Army, where he specialised in international 
intelligence including counter-terrorism. 

He also founded a company involved in 
the manufacture of scuba diving equip¬ 
ment, where he invented the world’s only 
back-mounted jetpack with variable speed 
controls. 

According to Mr Moor, the Inkerman 
Group - which is also helping businesses

caught up in the Tunisian riots - is constant¬ 
ly monitoring global issues so its team of 
experts can give up-to-date advice to clients. 

We started deploying people to Egypt last 
week in anticipation that something might 
go pear-shaped,” he said. “It’s a fine line 
between doing something like that and not, 
but you have to make that decision before 
the bullets start to fly. 

We’ve managed to get everyone out safely 
so far but their businesses have been very 
badly affected. 

“Like in Britain there are lots of foreign 
employees in Egypt, so we’ve flown them to a 
variety of different countries even if it’s not 
where they would call home. 

“The most important thing is to get them 
out safely, and we will be out there as long as 
our clients want us there.”

Simplicity is the key 
says jazzer Jamie 


PIANO MAN:

HE HAS the talent, the supermodel wife 
and the national radio show, yet Jamie 
Cullum doesn’t appear to have been infected 
by the fame bug. 

Never do you see him falling out of nightclubs, or 
splashed across the tabloids, yet the musician remains a 
firm household name. 

At 31 years old, Jamie has had sell-out international 
tours, sold a few million albums and managed to bring the 
love of jazz back to the masses, but you couldn’t meet a 
more modest bloke. The Essex-born pianist played 
Margate Winter Gardens for the first time on Friday, but 
did concede that he’d harboured a fondness for the 
county for quite a while. 

He said: “I’ve been nearly everywhere but I’d 
never been to Margate, unfortunately, 
although I only hear good things. I’ve been to 
Kent many, many times - I have very close 
friends who live in Tenterden and Ashford. 

My dad grew up in Rochester and is a keen 
Gillingham supporter, so I have a lot of con¬ 
nections with the area.” 

Jamie met up with two-time BBC Jazz 
Award winner Ian Shaw and the incredible 
Liane Carroll to give the Thanet seaside 
town’s jazz festival a huge boost, performing 
an improvised jam session. And that’s just 
the start of what could be a big year for 
Cullum and his wife, Sophie Dahl. 

The pair are expecting their first child, while Jamie is 
writing a new album and Sophie’s career is simmering 
nicely with the success of her TV cookery show. But Jamie 
won’t be taking his partner’s culinary skills for granted - 
he keeps his hand in for those lonely nights on tour. 

He said: “I actually do cook. A lot of musicians can cook 
because they are about during unsociable hours. When you 
get in at four in the morning after a gig and you are starv¬ 
ing, unless you know how to cook you’re doomed to the late 
-night kebab for the rest of your life.” 

As well as composing his own tunes, Jamie has gained 
many fans through his progressive cover versions of clas¬ 
sic tracks, one of which he still plays regularly at his live 
gigs on tour. “One of the covers that really helped me on my

way was High and Dry by Radiohead. I’ve 
been playing it since I was 15. 

“It’s one of the few that has lasted that 
long with me. What’s great about it is that 
every time I play it, it’s totally, totally dif¬ 
ferent. Being an improvising musician, it’s 
one of those tunes that can really grow and 
develop every time.” 

The self-proclaimed “music nerd” also con¬ 
fessed that he talks about very little else, 
which has probably helped him 
attain his popular jazz slot on 
BBC Radio 2. 

And the pianist continues 
to explore new territory 
for the jazz world as 
he works along¬ 
side hip hop icons 
such as Pharell 
Williams. But the 
star remains tradi¬ 
tional in his views on 
a career in music. His 
hero isn’t a man of 
obvious prominence, 
but a bit of a cult figure. 

Jamie said: “He’s Ben 
Folds, from a band 
called The Ben Folds 
Five. He’s had this 
great career not based around 
whether he was in the charts or on 
television a lot. 

“He just makes great music and 
the fans support and listen to him. 

That’s a great way to have a career.” 

And this is something Jamie tries 
to live his own life by, refusing to get 
carried away with success. 

He added: “It is good to be busy 
doing the things you love, right? I have 
simple needs: family, friends, a nice pub, a good book and a 
quick game of cards.”

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Pay-off chief to help

Three months ago it was revealed 
that a £200,000 golden handshake 
given to Mr Gilroy when he left 
KCC had actually cost the tax¬ 
payer £408,000, when income tax 
and National Insurance were taken 
into account.

However, this figure was not 
divulged to the public. 

The full cost was only revealed 
when the Audit Commission 
released its annual audit letter in 
November criticising the authority 
for not presenting information ade¬ 
quately with regards to a number of 
senior staff payouts. 

KCC defended the payment, stat¬ 
ing it was based on solid financial 
advice and evidence following the 
extension of Mr Gilroy’s contract in 
2009 to 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The payment 
of £200,000 (£408,000 including 
income tax and National Insurance) 
meant that he was not disadvan¬ 
taged by extending his contract as 
a result of changes to national pen¬ 
sion legislation. 

“The payment of £200,000 did not 
enhance his remuneration package 
and the Audit Commission’s letter 
acknowledges this.” 

Mr Gilroy, who was described as an 
outstanding public servant and chief 
executive by KCC, was paid £214,000 
in his salary last year. 

He received no bonuses for 2009-10 
but was paid £10,615 in 2009-10 for 
performance in 2008-09.

Jobs bombshell 


CRISIS talks over the future of the 
Pfizer site are under way with a 
pledge from Prime Minister David 
Cameron that the Government will 
do “everything it can” to support 
those losing their jobs. 

It follows Tuesday’s devastating announce¬ 
ment by company bosses that the pharmaceu¬ 
tical giant was pulling out of Sandwich and 
cutting 2,400 jobs. 

Politicians called an emergency meeting on 
Wednesday to discuss ways to reduce the 
impact on the east Kent economy. 

Over the next 18 to 24 months the 
majority of posts will be made redun¬ 
dant, although the firm said it hoped 
to transfer “several hundred” posi¬ 
tions to other Pfizer sites or to exter¬ 
nal partners. A company spokesman 
said there were “ongoing conversa¬ 
tions” about the 340-acre site - which 
houses Pfizer’s European headquar¬ 
ters for research and development. 

Mr Cameron said he spoke to the 
firm on Wednesday and heard the “depress¬ 
ing” news. “The company is keeping all the 
options open in terms of what should happen 
to the site, including getting partner organisa¬ 
tions to continue to work there and to get 
other companies to come in,” he said. 

“It is a state-of-the-art site and has brilliant 
employees doing great work. The Government 
will do everything it can to make sure we make 
the best of what is a depressing piece of news.” 

He said Pfizer’s decision was because the 
company had decided to leave some areas of 
research, including allergy and respiratory, 
which is based at Sandwich.

Mr Cameron’s comments came in response 
to a question during Prime Minister’s 
Questions from South Thanet MP Laura 
Sandys, who represents Sandwich. 

She said Pfizer’s decision to pull out of the 
county was a “body blow” to east Kent. 

“I am particularly concerned for all those 
employees at Sandwich Pfizer and small busi¬ 
nesses that are associated with the company 
and will do all I can to support them through 
this difficult time,” she said. 

“I am arranging a meeting with the 
senior team at Pfizer and have had a 
commitment that they will play an 
active part in supporting the commu¬ 
nity over the next 24 months.” 

Her Toiy colleague Roger Gale, the 
MP for North Thanet, said work was 
being carried out on plans for the 
Sandwich site. Dover and Deal MP 
Charlie Elphicke said the priority was 
to build a stronger future in east Kent. 
The majority of Pfizer staff are from the sur¬ 
rounding districts of Thanet - which already 
has one of the highest unemployment rates in 
the South East, and Dover. 

Business secretary Vince Cable said he was 
establishing a local taskforce under the lead¬ 
ership of KCC to work with Pfizer and Kent’s 
Local Enterprise Partnership. 

A delegation from local authorities in Kent 
met to discuss the situation at the emergency 
meeting in Westminster on Wednesday. KCC 
leader Cllr Paul Carter said he had been 
asked to set up a task force to lessen the 
impact of Pfizer’s decision.

A bolt from the blue 


ALMOST four years ago Pfizer 
announced it would be cutting 420 
jobs after the company shut its 
manufacturing arm at Sandwich. 

Despite the knock, no-one 
expected that a few years later all 
2,400 jobs would be at risk. 

Not only had Pfizer invested 
£240 million in new R&D facilities 
at Sandwich, but the road to the 
site was recently upgraded to a 
dual carriageway, with phase two 
of the work still under way. The 
company’s website even stated the 
facilities had been built to ensure the 
site remained at the forefront of 
research and development. 

But on Tuesday, bosses broke 
the shattering news that Pfizer was 
to leave the 340-acre site after 57 
years. The move was blamed on a 
global programme of changes 
aimed to accelerate Pfizer’s long¬ 
term R&D strategy. 

This included pulling out of cer¬ 
tain therapeutic areas including 
allergy and respiratory, which are 
based at Sandwich. Dr Ruth 


McKernan, senior vice-president 
and site head at Sandwich, said it 
was with “deep regret” that the 
company was pulling out of Kent. 

“It has played an important role in 
the discovery and development of 
medicines and has brought many 
life-saving treatments to patients,” 
she said. “Sandwich has an 
extremely talented workforce with a 
proud and rich history. 

“This decision is no reflection on 
the site, the workforce or the UK. 
We recognise this is a difficult time 
and our priority is to support peo¬ 
ple through this process.” 

A company statement said in 
future there would be about 3,000 
positions across Pfizer’s entire 
business in the UK. It also has sites 
in Surrey and Cambridge. 

“Given the talented workforce 
and facilities at Sandwich, Pfizer is 
working actively to find partnership 
opportunities which can utilise the 
facilities and buildings, in an effort 
to preserve jobs and activity on the 
site,” she added. 


“The closure is a major blow for east 
Kent. Many of the workforce live in the 
area and are among the most highly 
skilled workers in Kent,” he said. 

“This will also have a massive impact 
on local people and the local economy. 
The task force meets next week to look 
at the solutions being developed to deal 
with the closure. It will also look at how 
we could use Pfizer’s facilities to encour¬ 
age new research and development com¬ 
panies to locate there. It’s vital we don’t 


wait for Pfizer to leave completely before 
we get new companies to move in.” 

The leaders of the district councils in 
Thanet and Dover said they would work 
closely with KCC to find solutions for the 
site at Sandwich.

■ ANTI-impotence drug Viagra was one of 
the major developments at Pfizer. 

Created in the early 
1990s by scientists 
looking at treating angi¬ 
na and chest pains, the 
pioneering develop¬ 
ment put Sandwich on 
the map. 

After a clinical trial 
looking at its effects on 
the heart it was soon 
discovered the drug 
had little impact on 
treating angina but 
could tackle impotence. Pfizer chose to com¬ 
mercialise the pill as a remedy for erectile dys¬ 
function and in 1996 it was patented and in 1998 
approved for treating impotency. The develop¬ 
ment of the medicine earned the Sandwich site 
the name “home of Viagra”. 




■ A PROPOSED parkway station aimed 
at improving transport links to east 
Kent was being sponsored by Pfizer. 

It is not yet known if the company will con¬ 
tinue to act as co-sponsor on the project 
alongside Manston airport owner Infratil 
once it pulls out of Sandwich. The Thanet 
parkway station would be located near 
Manston, on the Ashford to Ramsgate line. 

A bid for £10 million of Government fund¬ 
ing was submitted last month. 


■ A UNION has blamed weak employment 
legislation for allowing Pfizer to close its 
site, claiming there was little consultation with 
the workforce. 

Unite national secretary Linda McCulloch said 
elsewhere in Europe, Pfizer would have been 
required to meet employees well in advance of 
such an announcement. 

She said: “This closure is disastrous. The UK 
is a world leader in scientific research and to just 
accept it as a corporate decision is not good 
enough. If the Government wants economic 
growth, it has to make it happen.”

Big business

WHEN it comes to Jaques of 
London’s global reputation, the 
family behind the 216-year-old 
games manufacturer admit it 
should probably be better known 
than it currently is. 

Despite being the firm that invented such 
classic past-times as snakes and ladders, cro¬ 
quet, and ludo, the Edenbridge-based enter¬ 
prise is still working on building up its brand 
identity due to past failures to trademark 
their most successful items. 

But with a dynamic 
young team at the top 
of the company - 
including commercial 
director Joe Jaques - 
a return to the glory 
days may be just around 
the corner. 

“When we took over the family busi¬ 
ness 10 years ago, the name Jaques wasn’t 
even trademarked,” said Mr Jaques. 

“A company in India had registered the 
name in England to associate itself with the 
modem day chess sets, which we also invent¬ 
ed. So we had to fight them in the courts to 
get the rights for our own company name. 

“We should probably fight all the other 
companies that have released croquet sets, 
snakes and ladders games, and so on, but 
how much time would that take? 

“I’d end up fighting for everything we 
haven’t got rather than everything we have.” 



Established by Thomas Jaques in 1795, 
Jaques of London is credited with inventing 
numerous world-famous games over the 
years including Happy Families, Snap and 
tiddlywinks. 

It also created the Staunton chess set and 
therefore playing pieces such as the rook and 
knight, and was the sole importer of 
Nintendo playing cards long before the 
Japanese firm branched out 
into the video game 
market. 

Joe Jaques and his 
cousin Emmett - the 
firm’s managing 
director - are the 
eighth generation of 
their family to have 
run the company, and 
are only too aware of the responsibility that 
lies on their shoulders. 

“An unbroken family chain is very rare, 
and despite lots of takeover bids we still are 
who we are,” said Mr Jaques. 

“We are a reasonable size and could easily 
sell out and retire, but that would be like sell¬ 
ing the family silver. 

“We always had lots of games in my house 
when we were young, but the fact my family 
invented most of them was never this big

thing that was instilled in us. When I came 
into the business it was actually a surprise. 

“At the time we weren’t even selling games 
like ludo and snakes and ladders, but now 
we’ve invested in our brand we’re in a better 


position to sell luxury versions of the things 
we are famous for.” 

Today Jaques is building a reputation for 
its wide range of high-quality games, from 
intricately-crafted versions of traditional 
draughts and backgammon sets to original 
3D puzzles and garden toys. 

The firm also creates more modem prod¬ 
ucts such as pool tables, table football sets, 
and air hockey tables. 

“There isn’t a business around that hasn’t 
had a few scary moments over the past cou¬ 
ple of years, but our sales are actually sur¬ 
prisingly strong,” said Mr Jaques. 

“Historically games have been fairly stable 
in recessions, mainly because people tend to 
stay at home more. Recessions also make 
people value what they’ve got a lot more, and 
our products are all about family. They span 
generations and know no age limits.” 

Having survived the birth of the radio, tel¬ 
evision and video games, Jaques of London 
shows little signs of slowing, with its com¬ 
mercial director now hoping to crack 
America and beyond while continuing to 
grow the brand in the UK. 

“There was a point in the past 100 years 
when Jaques was a household name, and 
that’s what I’d like to achieve again,” said Mr 
Jaques, when asked what his long-term 
ambitions for the company were. 

“That’s a fairly simple answer but there 
really is the potential in the business to make 
it a high street recognised name. I’d love to 
break America too, and have our website in 
the States taking orders every 30 seconds. 

“But one thing I’d really love to do is sell 
ping pong equipment to the Chinese. That 
would be an absolutely wonderful thing 
to achieve.”

Grammar and faith choices in the firing line 


School transport cuts 
could hit rural pupils 


PARENTS choosing to send 
their children to grammar 
or faith schools could be 
forced to pay for free council- 
run transport. 

County Hall officials said the mas¬ 
sive financial constraints faced by 
the authority meant subsidised 
school transport for selective or 
denominational institutions could be 
stopped. 

Currently, Kent County Council 
provides some pupils with free home- 
to-school transport, worth more than 
£450 each and costing the authority 
£14 million a year. 

This available where the nearest 
school is more than two miles from 
home for children under eight, and 
three miles for older children. 

KCC said for low income families 
this was extended to secondary 
school children aged up to 16 and 
applies to the three nearest schools 
between two and six miles from 
home. 

But under plans unveiled by the 
authority, from September, 2012, 
parents of youngsters attending 
selective or faith schools will have

to pay a contributory fee, although 
the amount is not yet known. 

In many cases parents opt for 
grammar or denominational schools 
which are further away than their 
nearest secondary school. 

Under the current system, pupils 
at these schools can get help when it 
is three miles or more from their 
home, but a spokesman said the 
council was not obliged to provide 
assisted transport for these pupils. 

“KCC is keen to make sure that 
parents are able to choose their pre¬ 
ferred school,” he said. 

Discretion 

“However, the massive financial 
constraints faced by the public sector 
cannot be ignored. 

“KCC currently provides assisted 
transport to denominational or selec¬ 
tive schools at its discretion, but it is 
not obliged to do this. 

“It is proposed that from 
September, 2012, a contributory fee 
be introduced to help towards the 
cost of this transport. 


“This will mean that parents who 
choose to name a school on denomi¬ 
national or selective grounds will be 
required to make a contribution 
towards the cost of this transport if 
their child is eligible for transport 
assistance. 

“The proposals will seek for the 
charge to be waived if a child is from 
a low-income family and eligible for 
free school meals.” 

Parents will be invited to comment 
on the proposals and a final decision 
will be made before the summer. 

They are also being directed to the 
Kent Freedom Pass scheme. 

Children aged between 11-16 can 
use the pass, which costs £100 per 
child per year, on any participating 
public bus, seven days a week, all 
year round. 

Independent education advisor 
Peter Read said the proposed 
changes to the system would hit 
poorer families and reduce opportu¬ 
nities for rural children to attend 
their nearest appropriate school, if it 
was a grammar. 

“Many better-off families already 
drive their children to school and so 
they will not be affected by this,” he 
added.

School heads revolt 
over vulnerable pupils 


COUNTY Hall leader Paul 
Carter is planning to lead a del¬ 
egation of headteachers to 
Whitehall in a bid to stop 
London boroughs dumping 
looked-after children in Kent, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

It comes after schools in one of the most 
deprived districts said they had been forced 
to breach education laws by refusing to 
take on children from outside the county. 

The decision by the eight headteachers 
from Thanet Heads Groups follows mount¬ 
ing pressure on school resources as London 
authorities continue to dump youngsters in 
the area. 

Cheaper 

Schools say they are reaching breaking 
point trying to cope with the demand, and 
feel they have no other option but to refuse 
admission until the Government changes 
the law. 

Paul Luxmore, head of Dane Court 
Grammar School in Broadstairs and King 
Ethelbert School in Birchington, said 
schools are obliged to take on looked-after 
children from outside the county. 

“What we are finding, however, is local 
authorities - a lot of the time the London 
boroughs - are placing children in Thanet 
where it is cheaper and there are lots of fos¬ 
ter carers, but Thanet is one of the most 
deprived areas in Kent. 

“Half of the looked-after children here are 


out-of-county, and we’re struggling to cope - 
we have indigenous children in care who 
we have to provide for too.” 

Mr Luxmore said he was also concerned 
that children were being taken out of their 
local environment and placed in unfamiliar 
surroundings. 

“Most looked-after children are damaged 
or affected by what has happened to them 
in their lives and therefore a school has to 
have the resources to cope with that, which 
places a greater pressure on schools,” he 
said. 

Mr Luxmore said eight out of 10 head¬ 
teachers from the Thanet Heads Group had 
decided to make a stand and refuse to take 
on any more out-of-county looked-after chil¬ 
dren until the matter had been addressed 
by Government. 

We don’t want to break the law, what we 
want to do is make the law sensible. 

We want to love and look after these chil¬ 
dren and give them the best we can, but it’s 
hard with such high demand.” 

Education chiefs at County Hall have 
admitted it was a problem and that there 
was massive pressure on Kent. 

Leader of KCC Paul Carter said he would 
speak to Mr Luxmore and get a delegation 
of heads together to see schools minister 
Tim Loughton to discuss the problem. 

Gravesend-based independent education 
advisor Peter Read said although he sym¬ 
pathised with the headteachers, breaking 
the law was not the answer. 

“Firstly, what the heads are doing is ille¬ 
gal and secondly, it is depriving these chil¬ 
dren of an education.”

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Street crime maps 
‘could raise fears’

NEW interactive maps showing 
people how much crime there is 
where they live have been brand¬ 
ed a “gimmick” by the head of the 
county’s Police Federation. 

Ian Pointon said it was not clear what the 
system was meant to achieve and that 
money should be spent more wisely by gov¬ 
ernment, such as on frontline policing. 

The Kent Police Federation chair warned 
the new crime maps, which cost £300,000 to 
roll out nationwide, could also be counter¬ 
productive in reducing fear of crime. 

“There could be 20 incidents of anti-social 
behaviour showing up in your area, but they 
could be something to do with a bit of noise 
or inconsiderate parking,” said Mr Pointon. 

Safe county 

“Kent is a safe county - it’s not a dangerous 
place to live - but this could scare people. 

“Kent Police has been working to stop fear 
of crime and yet this potentially heightens 
that fear.” 

The scheme allows residents to see what 
crime has been reported where they live 
within the past month by typing in their 
postcode at www.police.uk. 

Figures for Kent’s main towns varied, but 
in all cases the number of anti-social behav¬ 
iour reports was high. 

The centre of Tunbridge Wells saw 170 
cases of antisocial behaviour and 32 violent 


crimes among its figures, with a total of 328 
crimes. 

Margate town saw 438 crimes, 193 of those 
antisocial behaviour and 76 violent crime. 

Ashford centre had 242 crimes and 
Maidstone 469, 166 of those antisocial 
behaviour, 28 vehicle crimes and 61 violent 
crimes. 

Visitors to the site are also given informa¬ 
tion about beat meetings and how to contact 
their local policing team. 

Mr Pointon said: “I’m not quite sure what 
the system is supposed to achieve. 

“My fear is this is something of a gimmick. 
If money is going to be thrown at anything, it 
should be more police officers.” 

But others welcomed the scheme. 

Chair of Kent Police Authority Ann Barnes 
said she was delighted street-level crime 
mapping had been launched. 

“Transparency and openness should be at 
the heart of every public service,” she said. 
“Now for the first time the public will be able 
to see where crime is taking place, as well as 
information on how to contact their local 
neighbourhood officer.” 

Kent Police’s Deputy Chief Constable Alan 
Pughsley added: “By making this informa¬ 
tion available, we aim to raise awareness of 
what we’re doing to tackle crime and disor¬ 
der and how people can support the police.” 

The new site was developed by the 
National Policing Improvement Agency on 
behalf of the Home Office.

Racism drove me out, 
claims Aussie warden 


AN AUSTRALIAN community 
warden is planning to sue Kent 
County Council, claiming his life 
has been “ripped apart” by col¬ 
leagues’ racist taunts, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Geoff Stephens, who has lived in the UK 
for 26 years, said he was subjected to com¬ 
ments such as “**** off back to where all 
you criminals belong” and “Stop nicking our 
jobs”. 

The 48-year-old, who lives in Folkestone, 
said he was not offended by workmates jok¬ 
ing “G’day sport” or using other stereotypi¬ 
cal Aussie words, but claimed for six 
months he was bullied with racist slurs. 

“It seemed to get uglier and uglier,” he 
told KoS. 

“I do not object to people saying G’day 
sport or talk about ‘Sheilas’ - that’s not 
offensive to me - but it seemed to get much 
worse. I’d be told to go back to where the 
criminals belong and to stop stealing 
Pommies’ jobs.” 

Last August he was signed off work sick, 
and is now taking anti-depressants. 

“I’m not the kind of guy to lie around 
doing nothing -1 had an exemplary record 
and had only taken about three days off 
when I had flu,” he said. 

“But for the first time ever there are more 
than just headache tablets in my medicine 
cabinet. I’m on anti-depressants and I sur¬ 
vive on three-and-a-half hours sleep a 
night.” 

Mr Stephens said as the taunts became 


worse he made a complaint, but claims his 
family was put under surveillance by Kent 
County Council. 

“I made a complaint and then I was the 
one being investigated,” he said. 

“I received letters making accusations 
about me. This has 
ripped my life apart.” 

Mr Stephens, who 
is originally from 
Adelaide in south 
Australia, worked as 
a community warden 
for KCC in 
Dymchuch for six 
years, helping to 
combat anti-social 
COMPLAINT: behaviour and set- 

Warden Geoff ting up youth clubs in 

Stephens area - 

He previously 
worked at the Port of Dover as an immigra¬ 
tion officer. 

“I did a lot of good work in Dymchurch - 
I loved my job,” he said. “I built up a good 
rapport with the local youths.” 

Father-of-one Mr Stephens said the 
impact on his life had been terrible and he 
wrote a letter to leader of KCC Cllr Paul 
Carter explaining the problems. 

“I was told it was being looked into, but 
there’s a high possibility this will become a 
legal case,” he said. 

A KCC spokeswoman said: “This is a per¬ 
sonnel issue and we are not able to comment.”

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Bafta recognition 
as film student on 
shortlist for gong

A FILM-MAKER has been nom¬ 
inated for a prestigious Bafta 
award for a gritty movie reveal¬ 
ing the life of tragic playwright 
Andrea Dunbar. 

University of Kent film studies 
reader Clio Barnard, from Whit- 
stable, was chosen for the com¬ 
mendation following the two-year 
project which took her back to her 
birthplace in Yorkshire, near to 
where Dunbar lived in Bradford. 

Barnard’s film, The Arbor, revisits the 
estate where the playwright lived and tells 
the powerful true story of Dunbar and her 
daughter Lorraine, who was just 10 when 
her mother died of a brain haemorrhage. 

Using audio interviews with Lorraine, 
relatives and residents from The Arbor - 
the street where Dunbar lived - Barnard 
created an autobiographical film with 
actors lip-synching to pre-recorded voices. 

“I didn’t set out to make this kind of film 
and I had no agenda, but I spoke to 
Lorraine and it took me back to her moth¬ 
er’s plays,” said the director. 

“Andrea Dunbar wrote The Arbor, her 
first play, when she was 15 and it was pre¬ 
miered at the Royal Court Theatre. She 
came from a deprived background so to be 
15 and achieve that was a big deal.” 

Dunbar, who wrote the film Rita, Sue and 
Bob Too and was described as a “genius 
straight from the slums”, was just 29 when 
she dropped dead in a pub. 

Twenty-one years on, Barnard’s film tells 
the story of the playwright before shifting 
to her daughter Lorraine, who was 
ostracised from her mother’s family and 
went to prison for the accidental death of 
her two-year-old son who ingested drugs. 

Interviews with the former drug-addict 
were recorded in prison while she was serv¬ 
ing her three-year sentence. 

The film spans three decades, and as well 
as audio interviews, is intercut with footage 
from Dunbar’s first play. 

Barnard said: “What happened was 
incredibly tragic. This looks at Andrea 
Dunbar’s short life and also life from 
Lorraine’s point of view about her mother.” 

She admitted she was surprised to learn 
she had been nominated for the Bafta 2011

outstanding debut for a British 
writer, director and producer award. 
She said: “I was incredibly pleased to 
learn about the Bafta nomination - I was in 
Bradford when I found out,” she said. 

“I feel like it’s not just for me but for the peo¬ 
ple that live in The Arbor. I was in the right 
place to hear the news - it’s good for everybody 
in the film.” 

The result will be announced next Sunday.

The Prince of Wales presented 
campaign medals to members of 1st 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles, 
who recently returned from six 
months in Helmand province. 

Wounded troops on crutches and 
one in a wheelchair lined up for 
inspection on the parade ground at 
Sir John Moore Barracks in 
Folkestone, on a cold day 

The Prince - who is Colonel in 
Chief of the Royal Gurkha Rifles - 
said the troops had endured “yet 
another gruelling tour” in 
Afghanistan, but had left the coun¬ 
try a better place. 

But he added their success had 
come a “terrrible cost”, with 16 
members of lRGR’s battle group 
killed during the deployment from 
April to November last year, and 
110 wounded. 

Prince Charles highlighted the 
courage of the injured soldiers in 
battling their way to recovery 

He said: “I know only too well that

at the end of the day it is your unwa¬ 
vering will power and determina¬ 
tion to get on with your lives that 
sees you through. 

“You are without doubt a shining 
inspiration to us all, and we can 
only wish you the speediest of recov¬ 
eries.” 

The Prince directly addressed the 
families of the five soldiers from 
1RGR killed during the tour. 

He said: ‘You have shown enor¬ 
mous inner strength and courage, 
and this is the time when we can 
express our deepest sympathy for 
all that you suffer and endure on 
behalf of your loved ones.” 

The Prince also awarded Sergeant 
Bikash Gurung, 33, with the Prince 
of Wales Khukri, given each year to 


the senior non-commissioned officer 
who has done the most to enhance 
the reputation of the regiment. 

Sgt Gurung said he was “very 
honoured” to receive the award. 

Prince Charles also visited a 
Hindu temple in the barracks, 
where Pooja Ghale, 10, whose father 
is a Gurkha soldier, placed a gar¬ 
land around his neck. 

Gurkhas have been part of the 
British Army for almost 200 years. 
The name comes from Nepal’s hill 
town of Gorkha. 

The soldiers are still selected from 
young men in the hills of Nepal. 

They have been invaluable in 
Afghanistan because of their knowl¬ 
edge of local conditions, and have 
been instrumental in building up 
relationships with locals. 

1RGR commanding officer, Lt Col 
Gerald Strickland, said the relation¬ 
ship the Gurkhas had with the 
Afghans can be summed up by inci¬ 
dents such as the following: 

“He [a Gurkha soldier] had a 
checkpoint on the edge of a village 
and he had got to know everyone in 
that village. 

“When he left, about 40 or 50 vil¬ 
lagers lined the track to the village 
to say goodbye to him, and to thank 
him for everything he had done. 

“I think it was a great example of 
what our soldiers can do.”

Chelsea v Liverpool 
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Book writes our women 
warriors back into history

EPIC tales of unsung heroines 
who were written out of history 
by their male peers have been 
revealed in a new book. 

Author Rosalind Miles and acclaimed mil¬ 
itary historian Robin Cross have published 
the book Warrior Women to bring the hidden 
achievements of females through the ages to 
the forefront. 

From Boudicca, Queen of the Iceni people, 
who led an uprising against the occupying 
Romans, to the lesser known World War Two 
German aviator Hanna Reitsch, the book 
unveils the bravery of history’s heroines, 
which was rarely recorded. 

Dr Miles, who lives in Faversham, said 
women were systematically denied any cov¬ 
erage through the years. 

“They always fought on the frontline side 
by side with men. It’s a myth that men 
fought and women wept at home - men did¬ 
n’t do all that alone,” she said. 

“During times of plenty men could afford 
to keep women in a life of luxury. Some 
weren’t allowed to leave the house. 

“Beatrix Potter was one. She complained 
that she was always feeling faint because 
she was dying of boredom. 

“Women were told they needed men to pro¬ 


tect them, which wasn’t true but the idea 
developed through civilisation.” 

Dr Miles, who wrote the international 
bestseller Who Cooked the Last Supper, said 
choosing which women to include was a 
hard task with a choice of hundreds. 

“I went for variety and chose women from 
the three services; 
land, sea and air,” 
she said. 

Dr Miles said one 
of her favourites 
was Lt Col Martha 
McSally who was in 
the US air forcxe 
and the first 
American woman 
to fly in battle since 
the lifting of the 
1991 women in 
combat ban. 

Dr Miles said she 
wanted people to 
get a sense of the 
exceptional courage 
of women through 
the ages. 

“The idea that 
women are weaker 
and emotional is just an idea put in their 
heads over the years while they were 
oppressed,” she said. “This may not change, 
but I want people to get a sense of women’s 
resourcefulness and capabilities.” 

She admitted, however, there was still a 


long way to go where society still did not 
know the extent of female bravery. 

“For example Celtic women taught men to 
fight. Women were customised to the rituals 
of birth and death so they took charge. 

“Women are strong mentally. Strength 
isn’t about size, it’s mental attitude. 

“Women are programmed to have babies 
and whether they want that or not they see 
that continuity in life. There is survival 
instinct there.” 

But Dr Miles admitted that society had 
not made much progress. 

“Even now there are not that many 
women in senior positions in Parliament,” 
she said. “I don’t think things will ever real¬ 
ly change. Men have never been known to 
give up power willingly. 

“And most women don’t actually want to 
take it. This view of women being weaker 
has suited many of them quite well and it’s 
encouraged some to be lazy.” 

She also berated the behaviour of former 
Sky Sports pundits Andy Gray and Richard 
Keys, whose sexist remarks were exposed 
two weeks ago. 

“It’s a joke that they feel superior to women 
and probably to other men, too. They fancy 
themselves, but they’re getting older, balder 
and fatter. They’re insecure,” she said. 

“Men are insecure. Look at suicide 
bombers, they are men. You don’t get women 
doing it because they are mentally stronger.”

KCC roads chief 
loses his job in 
cabinet reshuffle 

A SHAKE-UP of County Hall’s cabinet has 
seen former road chief Nick Chard replaced. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter 
announced the new line-up on Friday ahead of 
the re-organisation due to take place in April 
where senior staff will be culled and a new 
structure introduced. 

The replacement of Cllr Chard, who was 
Tory cabinet member for environment, high¬ 
ways and waste for 18 months and previously 
finance member, was the only major change. 

His deputy Bryan Sweetland takes over, but 
Cllr Chard will remain on the council and it is 
proposed that he will be chairman of the 
Health Overview and Scrutiny Committee. 

Cllr Chard, who has had to deal with mount¬ 
ing problems with potholes and heavy snow 
and previously the Icelandic bank losses, said it 
had been a privilege working as cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, highways and waste. 

“It has been an exciting time; two cold win¬ 
ters with heavy snow, thousands of potholes 
repaired, the start of the East Kent Waste 
agreement, two rail summits, great strides in 
environmental sustainability and a reduction 
in road casualties that exceeded Government 
targets,” he said. “I wish my successor well. He 
will have similar challenges which officers, I 
know, will successfully take in their stride.”

Rare moth thriving 
on Kent’s coastline

A COASTAL area of Kent has 
been identified as the last refuge 
for one of the UK’s rarest species. 

Dungeness and Romney Marsh were out¬ 
lined as two of the most important wildlife 
sites in the country by Government advisor 
Natural England, due to the presence of lar¬ 
vae of the Sussex Emerald moth. 

The caterpillars eat wild carrots, which 
grow on free-draining, vegetated shingle 
habitats such as those on the Shepway coast. 

The area is already a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI), which is a place 
outlined as a best example of wildlife and 
geology in Britain. 

Natural England’s latest report has 
unveiled the site as a wildlife haven, which 
has helped prevent the rare species from 
becoming globally extinct. 

The document also praises the hard work 
of landowners, farmers and volunteers for 
helping to halt or reverse the process of 
decline seen at many SSSIs. 

Alan Law, Natural England’s South East 
regional director, said: “SSSIs are often all 
that stand between some of our most threat¬ 
ened species and extinction. By providing 
essential habitat they represent a life sup¬ 
port system, the importance of which cannot 
be overstated. 

“It’s important to celebrate these last 
refuges and the species they sustain so we can 
ensure they receive the support they need.”

In 2003, just 57 per cent of the UK’s SSSIs 
were recovering from decline, but now 96.5 
per cent are in a favourable condition, or get¬ 
ting there. 

Mr Law said the revival was a real success 
story. 

“We are under no illusions about the work 
that still needs to be done. It will take a num¬ 
ber of years for some improvements to be 
fully realised, and longer still for these to be 
translated into widespread increases in 
wildlife populations,” he said. 

“Thousands of organisations and individu¬ 
als have already played a part, and it is only 
through their sustained efforts that we can 
provide a more secure future for the extraor¬ 
dinary array of rare and endangered species 
found on SSSIs.” 

Minister for the natural environment 
Richard Benyon added: “Protecting and man¬ 
aging these special sites is a responsibility 
we must all share - for ourselves and for the 
benefit of future generations.”

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Increase 
in child 
casualties 
on roads 

THE number of children killed or 
seriously injured on Kent’s roads 
has risen, new police figures have 
revealed, writes Marijke Cox. 

So far there have been 57 child casualties 
in this financial year - already more than 
the whole of 2009-10, which saw 49. 

Of the incidents, 22 happened during 
school journey times, prompting Kent Police 
to step up enforcement over the next two 
weeks, targeting problem areas. 

North Kent, Medway and Thanet in par¬ 
ticular have seen an increase in youngsters 
under 16 involved in road incidents. 

Although the number of children killed or 
seriously injured on Kent roads overall in 
the past 10 years has reduced by 60 per cent 
- exceeding the Government target of a 50 
per cent fall by December, 2010 - the force 
said it would be educating drivers and 
youngsters to stop figures rising. 

Inspector Paul Sellwood, from Kent 
Police’s roads policing unit, said: “By step¬ 
ping up our enforcement, working alongside 
our road safety partners, we aim to prevent 
any more families suffering the loss or 
injury of a child. 

“We want to reduce the risk to child pedes¬ 
trians by educating them on visibility, dis-

tractions - like using MP3 players and 
mobile phones while walking - and the best 
places to cross the road. 

“In addition we want to reduce the risk by 
educating drivers on issues of speed, seat- 
belts, distractions and responsible parking.” 

Police officers will be enforcing the ‘big 
four’ motoring-related offences: speeding; 
not wearing a seatbelt; using a mobile 
phone while driving; and drink-driving. 

Although the number of children involved 
in road incidents has risen, overall the num¬ 
ber of people killed or seriously injured in 
Kent and Medway has fallen over the past 
year. 

In 2009-10, there were 569 casualties, 
compared with 499 so far this financial year, 
up to January 5. 

In addition, the number of motorcyclists 
killed or seriously injured has fallen from 
143 in 2009-10 to 114 to date. 

But Kent Police and the force’s partners 
have stressed the importance of enhancing 
road safety, particularly to young people. 

Steve Horton, from Kent Highway 
Services’ road safety team, said: “It is crucial 
that children are allowed to develop appro¬ 
priate coping strategies for when they are 
dealing with roads, so we deliver education 
activity and awareness-raising campaigns. 

“Secondly, and most critically, we believe 
that drivers should not be surprised when 
children act like children and therefore may 
act erratically at the roadside.” 

Cabinet member for frontline services at 
Medway Council, Cllr Phil Filmer, said it 
was vital to get across road safety messages. 


HUNDREDS of anonymous calls tipping off police have helped 
contribute to the recovery of £6.2 billion of drugs and property.

Third crossing unites 
Estuary political foes 


TOWN hall leaders from rival 
parties in Kent and Essex have 
united to take on their county 
councils in the fight against plans 
for a third Thames crossing, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Gravesham council and Thurrock’s unitary 
authority are opposing the proposed develop¬ 
ment, unveiled as part of Kent County 
Council’s Growth Without Gridlock trans¬ 
port strategy. If the plan goes ahead, a £1 bil¬ 
lion tunnel - paid for by toll charges - link¬ 
ing Chadwell in Essex to land east of 
Gravesend, will be built to ease pressure on 
the Dartford crossing. 

At the launch of Kent’s 20-year transport 
plan last month, KCC leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said it was time to see real transport 
investment in the county. 

His Tory counterparts in Essex also backed 
the move. But in a cross-river, cross-party 
agreement, Tory leader of Gravesham coun¬ 
cil Cllr Mike Snelling, and the Labour leader 
of Thurrock council, Cllr John Kent, have 
vowed to fight the plans together. 

Both argued that removing toll booths at 
Dartford and introducing automatic number 
plate recognition technology - as used for the 
London congestion charge - would be cheaper 
than a new crossing. Cllr Snelling said Kent 
and Essex had rejected the “simplest” solution. 

“No-one doubts the need for extra capacity 
but it is obvious that increasing capacity at 
Dartford and getting rid of the toll booths 
would not only be cheaper but could ease 
congestion quicker,” he said. 

“The proposal would see marshland and 
countryside of international importance sac¬ 
rificed and rural life threatened on both sides 
of the river. I am pleased we can stand along¬ 


side Thurrock to fight the scheme. This tran¬ 
scends party politics because it is about 
defending communities and goes to the very 
heart of the localism agenda itself. 

“The views of the people most affected and 
their elected representatives must be sought 
and taken fully into account.” 

Cllr Kent supported his Tory rival, saying a 
new crossing should not be considered until 
all the alternatives had been implemented. 

“Before going to the expense of building 
another crossing and blighting land on both 
sides of the river, the tolls should either be 
removed or replaced by number plate recog¬ 
nition,” he said. 

“In addition, the long-overdue improve¬ 
ments for junctions 30-31 [M25 Essex] must 
be carried out as soon as possible. If both 
these far cheaper options are taken the need 
for a new crossing will recede and give every¬ 
one time to consider sensible alternatives.” 

An independent study was commissioned 
by KCC and Essex council into the feasibili¬ 
ty of a third Thames crossing, which recom¬ 
mended it should be between Chadwell and 
east of Gravesend. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “The 
case for a new crossing is overwhelming. We 
need this to help develop the Thames 
Gateway, reduce congestion and improve the 
local economy by providing access to a poten¬ 
tial 58,000 jobs and 53,000 homes. 

“Dartford suffers frequent congestion and 
overloading with at least 15 major incidents 
and five bridge closures a year. This costs the 
UK £40 million a year and it will get worse. 

“A new crossing would create 6,000 jobs 
and contribute £334m to the local economy 
per annum. It’s a no-brainer. We must now 
get on with it.” 

The outcome will be determined by the 
Department for Transport. 


PORT LYMPNE Wild Animal Park has 
started work on an ambitious project 
with the aim of to becoming a nation¬ 
wide attraction by April.

Managing director Bob O’Connor said due 



to the scale of the park it was difficult for peo¬ 
ple to fit everything into one day and often 
animals were missed due to the park’s steep 
inclines and vast enclosures. 

He said: ‘The new format will over¬ 
come these problems and allow visi¬ 
tors to embark on a unique adven¬ 
ture, getting up close to wildlife 
while learning about the threats 
they face.” 

• Meanwhile, keepers at 
Howletts are celebrating the 
birth of an African elephant. 
After a 22-month pregnancy, 
the male calf finally arrived for 
mother Masa, the herd matri¬ 
arch. The as yet unnamed male, 
pictured, was one of a pair of 
twins but the other calf did not sur¬ 
vive. Twin African elephants are 
incredibly rare and the birth of twins in 
the wild will often result in the death of both 
mother and calves.

ered rewriting that paragraph?”’ 

“Once I knew what I was doing, 
though, I really enjoyed it.” 

The book includes The Man 
Who Could Understand 
Animals - an old tale from near 
Dover - to A Kingsdown 
Romance, described as a fishy 
love story. 

It also reveals the story of the 
youngest pickpocket in the 
world and the ghostly hitchhiker. 

Mr Cooper said one of his 
favourite tales was The Mirror, which tells 
of a man who finds a mirror and believes 
his reflection to be a picture of his father as 
a young man.

“I always loved science fiction and spent a 
lot of time in libraries,” he said. “When I was 
young I had meningitis and my mother 
thought it was fatal. When I came home 
from hospital all my clothes had gone, 
because she thought I was going to die. 

“We then moved to Hong Kong and I 
caught encephalitis, so when I went back to 
school in Sandwich a teacher asked me what 
I wanted to do, I said I was going to die. 

“He asked what I liked doing, and I said

writing, so I worked selling newspapers and 
books in WH Smith. 

“I later moved to Paris, where I was a street 
artist. I then became a farmer, and a landscape 
gardener.” 

Mr Cooper, who was diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis some 30 years ago, was working in 
Covent Garden as a puppeteer when someone 
told him he was a good storyteller. 

He made his way into a folk club to perform 
and it went down a storm.

FLYING WITHOUT WINGS 


Medway Council leader RODNEY CHAMBERS believes the truth about London 
Mayor Boris Johnson’s Estuary airport dream is that it will never become reality 


w 


EVE all heard the adage 
that if you say something 
often enough it will eventu¬ 
ally become the truth. 

I can only assume this is the Mayor of London’s 
approach over his £40 billion Thames Estuary air¬ 
port pipe dream. After all, no-one - including Kent 
and Medway residents, Government ministers, or 
leaders within the aviation industry - seems to 
want it. But, despite such vocal opposition, Boris 
Johnson will not drop his pie in the sky island air¬ 
port scheme. 

In his latest challenge to London’s skies 
and all of us living in north Kent, the A 
Mayor held a conference a few weeks 
ago on air capacity for the capital 
and the need for a new airport. 

Interestingly, despite pushing the 
plan over the past few years, a 
report written by Boris’s 
Transport for London deputy I 
chair, and released at the event, I 
did not earmark the Thames 
Estuary as the desired location. 

Instead, this would be put for¬ 
ward, along with numerous other 
possibilities, at a further conference 
later this year, the Mayor said. 

Seasoned observers are not fooled. 

Make no mistake, this was a ploy to soften 
the ground and attempt to convince everybody 
that London and the South East needs a new hub 
airport off Kent and Essex. 

With that in mind, I think we should consider 
whether a Thames Estuary airport is needed, or 
even wanted. Just last week, Steve Ridgway, 
Virgin Atlantic’s chief executive, said ‘No’. He stat¬ 
ed it was not economically viable as it is on the 
wrong side of London. And Willie Walsh, the head 
of British Airways, has previously voiced his oppo¬ 
sition to an island airport. 

In addition to these industry giants, Medway 
Council received a letter from BAR UK - the avi¬ 
ation operators’ organisation, which represents 
nine of the 10 airlines that serve Heathrow - last 
year. This said its members - which include Air 
France, BA, Qantas, KLM and Cathay Pacific - 
are against. And they gave 10 reasons why. You 
can read these in the news release section of our 



website, www.stopestuaryairport.co.uk. 

That’s the airline industry, then. But is the 
Government interested? Well, as the Prime 
Minister, the Chancellor and the Secretary of 
State for Transport have all given the estuary air¬ 
port plan short change, I would guess not. 

I understand the Mayor may have alluded to the 
fact that some in Government may be warming to 
the scheme. If that is the case, I can only assume 
he is setting his sights low, as those who will make 
the decision don’t seem to think his idea a flyer. 

I would say this answers the question about 
whether this airport is wanted, so is it needed? In 
the Mayor’s airport capacity conference I 
referred to earlier, the only new informa- 
^ tion that came out was that Heathrow 
only served 157 destinations com- 
pared with 224 from Paris’s Charles 
de Gaulle and 235 from Frankfurt. 

The message was simple: 
Heathrow is full and London is 
losing to European rivals. Only a 
new hub airport will do. 

Yet the mayor does not take 
into account all other airports in 
or near London, such as London 
City, Stansted, Luton and 
Gatwick. All of which mean 
London is actually joined to more 
destinations than any other city in 
the world. Then there are airports with 
spare capacity, which could be joined to the 
capital by high-speed rail link - a Government 
policy initiative. 

These include underused Manston - with one of 
the longest runways in Europe and a high-speed 
rail link already nearby - and Birmingham 
International Airport. Its owners say it could dou¬ 
ble its capacity, which should be considered as the 
Government has already given the green light to 
a high-speed train service between the capital and 
England’s second city. 

It is clear to see that the Mayor of London’s 
island airport scheme is undeliverable, unafford¬ 
able and unnecessary. 

Boris now needs to listen to the views of the 
people of Medway and Kent, to Government min¬ 
isters, and to the airline industry itself. And it is 
about time he realised that, no matter how often 
he says we need or want a Thames Estuary air¬ 
port, this will not become the case.

THE shock news that Pfizer is pulling out of 
Sandwich has left east Kent reeling. 

The impact of one of Kent’s biggest 
employers leaving the area is going to be felt 
by everyone in that corner of the county.

Airport lease 
sets precedent 

I am responding within the public 
consultation period to the proposal 
by Biggin Hill Airport Ltd (BHAL) 
for a “temporary” extension to their 
lease, made by Bromley Council in 
order to extend opening hours and 
allow fare-paying passengers to use 
the airport. 

I live with my family in Locks 
Bottom, BR6, under and to one side 
of the main approach to BHAL. I 
wish to object to any extension to 
the current airport opening hours. 
Already aircraft land after the 
times permitted by the lease and 
there has been an increase in 
rotary noise late at night and early 
morning, due to the refuelling of 
aviation emergency services. 

Last year, my husband asked 
BHAL for their statistics regarding 
numbers of flights in and out of the 
airport from 2009 to date, and flight 
operations generally out of their 
permitted open times, and they 
have not responded. I believe they 
have ignored us because they are a 
private company, and not covered 
by Freedom of Information and 
other legislation. 

I believe their application to 
extend and vary their lease 
conditions masks a back-door 
device to reach their real aim of 
paving the way to longer-term 
scheduled flight operations. Not 
only do I believe the Olympics next 
year is a red herring, simply to test 
the robustness of the lease 
conditions -1 firmly believe their 
proposed £3 charge per passenger 
masks their real intent - to 
introduce more profitable scheduled 
flights - and bring it in under the 
radar in an attempt to establish 
their long-term goal of establishing 
such services in the public, nay 
even council conscience, as an 
airport for scheduled flights. 

Bromley Council should realise 
that introducing scheduled services 
(by whatever name) is the holy 
grail for BHAL, and however the 
temporary extension, if granted, 
fares in profitability terms, BHAL 
will re-attack with the predictable 
“why can’t we carry on” argument, 
and “spinning” local opposition. 
Using the Olympics and 
Paralympic Games as a reason is 
an underhand way of pressing for a 
fundamental change to the lease, 
which will only be in the interests 
of the company, its shareholders 
and fare-paying passengers. The 
local transport infrastructure is 
inadequate to support more 
passengers on more flights, using 
the biggest aircraft BHA can take. 

I look to Bromley Council to say 
no to these proposals and support 
residents in the areas likely to be 
disadvantaged by any change in 
the lease, which increases flying 
beyond the parameters it has set, 
and which clearly has still enabled 
BHAL to turn in a good profit.

Fire system 
a little late 

I worked on the latter stages of the 
building of the Channel Tunnel, 
and I could not understand at that 
time why there was no proper 
sprinkler fire protection system.

with, and terrifying for passengers.

Town doesn’t need 
another station 

Kent County Council has put in a bid to the 
Regional Growth Fund in support of Manston 
Airport. The bid is in three parts: 

• Work to the railway line to London to bring 
the journey time to under one hour. 

• Subsidy to an airline to run daily flights to 
a European hub airport, 

• A Parkway station off the new road near 
Cliffsend. 

I fully support the first. I have no problem 
with the second, if someone will fund it. 

I have serious problems with the Parkway 
Station. The plan is bonkers - the new 
station will have a journey time of eight 
minutes to the airport, but Ramsgate Station 
could easily be rebuilt at a much lower price 
to allow access in the same time. I suspect a 
shuttle bus could do it in eight minutes when 
traffic is clear. 

The existing station at Ramsgate could 
achieve 64 minutes Ramsgate to St Pancras. 

The second issue is a station that could be 
marketed as improving access to the airport. 
This is a multi-million pound exercise that 
would deliver only marginal benefits, 
compared to the current situation. They are 
trying to justify it by arguing it is necessary 
to allow the faster journey time to London, 
but that is a fallacy. 

Thanet people are fortunate that 80 per 
cent can walk to a station. Why would they 
want to use their cars a drive to a parkway? 

Of course, Infratil will offer to throw in 
£500k. Wouldn’t you, in return for a £20m 
investment in your private, for-profit 
enterprise? If they put that investment into 


improvements at Ramsgate station and a 
shuttle bus service they would save the 
taxpayer any further investments. 

I believe they should make the line 
improvements talked about in the paper and 
invest in Ramsgate station by allowing 
passengers to exit on the Warre Rec side of 
the line, where a shuttle bus terminal would 
operate, and then use a new service road to 
allow the buses to exit via the swimming pool 
car park on to Newington Road and then 
Manston Road. I suggest you drive it and see 
how close this would come to eight minutes. 

Also, if they want to increase car parking at 
Ramsgate Station they could then use the 
swimming pool car park. 

Last but not least, Network Rail had plans 
to rebuild Ramsgate Station at a very modest 
price, in comparison to a new station. It 
would be modem, comfortable and give 
access to an airport shuttle bus in the way I 
suggest and then the existing station 
building could be converted to a ‘business 
centre’ making a contribution to local employ¬ 
ment. The taxpayer would save money, the 
airport would be just as well served, local 
people would keep their station and it would 
create new jobs.

Who is helping to 
retrain jobless? 

Recent unemployment statistics show 
Swale as the second highest borough in 
Kent in terms of unemployed people at 
3,025 - 3.6 per cent of the working popu¬ 
lation, higher than the UK average of 3.5 
per cent and way above the 2.4 per cent 
for the South East. There are 1,000 


young people between 18-24 unem¬ 
ployed in Swale - again the second 
highest in Kent 

It is of particular concern to note 
that the unemployment rate in 
Davington Ward is 4.7 per cent. The 
North Preston estate, the largest in 
the town, does not even have a 
community hall, so no venue for 
groups to meet, access training, etc. 

I see little or no evidence of any 
resources being put into Faversham 
to help people learn new skills or get 
into work, either by Swale Borough 
Council or Adult Education. 

What are our representatives doing 
to provide training and encourage job 
creation for local people who are 
struggling to find work? Whilst any 
jobs are welcome, I don’t just mean 
low-paid supermarket jobs. 

Unemployment and redundancies 
are set to soar as a result of the 
reckless cuts being made by this 
Tory-led Government. 

Swale Borough Council has made 
seven people redundant and not filled 
a further 19 posts - so not much hope 
in getting improved services for the 
people of Faversham and the 
surrounding area then?

Private threat to 
NHS facilities 

No-one denies that aspects of the NHS 
desperately need reform and Andrew 
Lansley’s health reforms do go some way 
to addressing some of those problems. 

One of these is the issue of public health, 
which becomes the responsibility of local 
government. It is still unclear how policy 
(and practice) will be divided up between 
KCC and the city/metropolitan councils. It 
is potentially a recipe for chaos! 

However the principal tenet - the 
devolution of the £100 billion budget to 
GPs, provides a solution to nothing. 

How can Mr Lansley believe it is a good 
idea to give GPs, with no management 
training, no financial expertise, no 
procurement skills - the responsibility of 
managing the local health economy? 

Surely no distraction from their roles as 
guardians of our health can be beneficial? 

And if GPs choose not to undertake these 
managerial and logistical responsibilities, 
they are likely to be sub-contracted to ex¬ 
employees of the primary care trusts. So 
instead of 152 PCTs throughout England, 
we’ll end up with hundreds, maybe even 
thousands of‘mini’ PCTs which will 
exacerbate inequality and inconsistency. 

The phrase “any willing provider” is the 
true sword of Damacles. This will allow any 
private organisation to compete with the 
NHS to provide services to GPs. In many 
cases these will be wealthy international 
healthcare organisations or major UK 
supermarkets - for whom a few years of 
undercutting will reap dividends. The NHS 
(funded by the taxpayer) does not have that 
luxury. 

If patients are referred to private firms 
instead of centres of excellence such as our 
three acute hospitals, services may become no 
longer sustainable. There will be an 
inevitable drop in standards as profit rather 
than clinical excellence become the main 
driver. When things go wrong, or if private 
firms decide services are not profitable 
enough, the NHS might no longer have the 
specialists and/or facilities to take over. 

There are of course ambitious GPs who are 
rolling up their sleeves. I only wish they were 
reaching for their stethoscopes rather than 
their calculators.

Don’t sleep while 
NHS falls apart 

Imagine going to your GP in a few 
years’ time. You’re in pain and need gall 
bladder surgery fast. Your GP examines 


you, inhales sharply and says: “I’m sorry, 
but would you mind hanging on until 
the new financial year? The surgery has 
run out of money.” 

This is the new NHS planned by the 
ConDem government. 

The policies revealed in the Coalition’s 
health white paper amount to nothing 
less than the end of the NHS. The 
Government’s idea is to jump feet first 
into an American-style market-based 
health system. So what does that mean? 

As most people understand it, the NHS 
is the organisation that provides their 
healthcare - it is the hospitals, doctors, 
nurses, the scanners, the prescription 
medicines, the ambulance drivers. When 
any of us receive treatment, we 
know we are in the hands of one big 
organisation that we trust. 

The Government wants to change all 
that. Under its plans no hospital, no 
clinic, no district nursing service or 
mental health centre will be part of that 
organisation. They will all be converted 
into independent “social enterprises” 
called foundation trusts. 

No doctors, nurses or therapists will 
work for the NHS. They will be made 
into employees of their particular 
institution. 

Many NHS managers will lose their 
jobs and their roles will be outsourced. 
Primary care trusts and strategic health 
authorities will be abolished. All the 
unpopular decisions will be made by 
‘commissioning consortia’ and private 
management consultants. 

For the first time since 1948, private 
companies will have the same status as 
all these former NHS bodies, opening 
the door for them to make profits from 
illness once more. The NHS will be 
subject to laws on competition, meaning 
every service will have to be tendered 
and every bit of the health service will 
have to fight to survive. The admin 
involved will waste billions of pounds. 
There will be a new super-regulator 
called Monitor, a bit like Ofgem in the 
privatised utilities, whose job will be to 
enforce market discipline. 

There will be no one organisation 
called the NHS. There will just be a 
brand, a blue logo, and a pot of money to 
buy treatments with. The taxpayer will 
still be funding health care, but there 
will be no unified health service. 

To achieve this, the Government has to 
do the biggest NHS reorganisation since 
1948. At the centre of the change is a 
move to so-called ‘GP commissioning’. 
Big groups of GPs, perhaps 80 doctors, 
will get together to form a consortium 
which will then employ the same 
managers who have just been made 
redundant by Primary Care Trusts. 

£80 billion of public money will be in 
the hands of these ad hoc consortia with 
no clear accountability. What will 
happen if your GP’s consortium goes 
over budget? The Government has said 
it won’t be bailed out, so the prospect of 
turning up at a GP surgery only to be 
told that you have to wait until the new 
financial year is very real. 

But it gets worse. The Government has 
told the NHS to save £20 billion by 2014. 
GPs in their new role will be the ones 
having to make these cuts. The respect 
patients have for their doctor will be 
eroded when they learn that the latter is 
responsible for the local ward closure. 
And what if your GP’s consortium 
decides to stop offering certain 
treatments to save money? Who would 
you go to if your GP told you they are 
no longer paying for hernia surgery? 

The consequences of the White Paper 
are frightening, but it is not yet law. It 
can be stopped, but only if NHS staff 
and patients get the word out on what 
the policies mean and how they can be 
resisted. The NHS is the public’s most 
valued institution - there’s no support 
for the Government’s dangerous plans, 
but there is a risk of the NHS being 
dismantled while the public is sleeping. 
NHS Supporters is a campaign you can 
join to make sure this doesn’t happen. 

NHS Support Federation, Brighton

THE National Trust is offering six-month 
work placements for unemployed young peo¬ 
ple at the former Kent home of Winston 
Churchill. 

Since March last year, Chartwell in 
Westerham, near Sevenoaks, has taken on 
four trainees, who have become fully 
immersed in all areas of the estate’s work, 
including gardening, website design and 
exhibition planning. 

And while the scheme will come to an end 
next month, the National Trust will be taking 
on new trainees before the end of the spring. 

One of those to have benefited is Jonathon 
Primmer, who is now working with the 
conservation team as well as researching for 
a new exhibition at Chartwell. 

He said: “I was looking for any relevant 
employment to get my foot in the door, and I 
stumbled upon this trainee position. 

“It has exceeded all expectations, providing 
me with training and practical, work-related 
experience so important to employers. 

“I now see it as a vital part of my future 
employability.” 

Early last year, the National Trust 
embarked on the Future Jobs Fund scheme 
in conjunction with the Department of Work 
and Pensions, whereby a number of the 
trust’s properties would take on young people 
aged 18-24 who have been out of work for 
more than six months. 

The trust hopes the scheme will provide 
young employees with training and experi¬ 
ence to better their chances of getting work. 

Senior administrator Susan Rattray said: 
‘We hope young people will see these posts as 
an opportunity to boost their skills in a 
unique environment.”

Orlando the ideal family trip 


First Drive

Chevrolet Orlando 


YOU can’t hide the fact that you 
will have to trade in that enter¬ 
taining sports car or hot hatch 
of yours one day for something a 
little more sensible. 

Squeezing a child seat into the back of 
a Porsche 911 is deeply inconsiderate, 
though the thought of owning an MPV 
might give you sleepless nights. 


But car manufacturers are perceptive in 
keeping up with our needs and wants, and 
Chevrolet has answered the above prob¬ 
lem with the Orlando. 

The rest of the Chevrolet range is a famil¬ 
iar sight in the UK now, and the quality of 
the product has been improving healthily 
with each new car. That bodes well for the 
Orlando (from £16,395), which not only 
has to cope with the quality of the opposi¬ 
tion, but also the hard life that kids, dogs 
and life in general will throw at it. 

It looks something of a cross between an 
SUV and a people carrier. The combination 
of big windows and an SUV-like height 
offers an excellent driving position. 

Pushing buttons is no chore either, part¬ 
ly because the equipment level is good 
regardless of which model you choose but 
also because the cabin quality is the best 
yet to come from Chevrolet. 

The design itself is smart, with a deliber¬ 
ate deep centre panel dividing the space 


between the two front seat occupants. 
Higher spec models have tasteful piano- 
black trim and leather on the steering 
wheel, all of which help to push up the 
classy feel. 

Of greater importance to a buyer in this 
segment however is space, and the 
Orlando is certainly not short of it. 

Three rows of seats mean this is a seven- 
seater with ease, and even with the third 
row in place there is a respectable 89 litres 
of boot space on offer. 

Drop to five seats and this goes up to a 
generous 727 litres, and a giant 1,487 with 
two rows folded. 

Apart from space, equipment and good 
value the Orlando has other talents. For a 
start, the 2.0-litre diesel is exactly what 
you would expect from a good quality, 
modern unit. There is power easily acces¬ 
sible through much of the rev range, and 
the gearchange on the standard six-speed 
unit is slick. 


But even more surprising than that is the 
way the Orlando responds to your inputs. 
The steering isn’t mushy or vague, and the 
suspension being slightly firmer than you 
might expect means it won't loll around in 
comers either. 

It has not become a hot hatch and it will 
still swallow bumps without upsetting 
everyone on board, but the fact that it will 
do as it is told rather than vaguely reinter¬ 
pret your actions is a rare commodity in 
MPV-land. 

It makes a difference, and difference is 
what this Orlando offers. There is a huge 
choice of seven-seaters out there for a range 
of budgets, but not every driver will be 
happy with a soulless box. Thankfully for 
those of you with a little more personality 
and a keen eye for a bargain, the Orlando 
has arrived.

Motability 
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Canterbury dealer planning 
three-pronged brand attack

LONG-established Canterbury 
Mazda has shaken up its partner 
brand line-up. 

The site in Broad Oak Road is to relinquish 
the Hyundai brand in September - the 
Motorline group is tipped to take it on - but has 
already set-up two new marques in its place. 

They are premium all-wheel drive brand 
Subaru and rugged Isuzu, which deals exclu¬ 
sively in pick-up trucks. 

Along with Mazda they will create an all- 
Japanese brand array for the Canterbury firm, 
which is a standalone car dealership within the 
John Parker and Son steel group, owner of the 
huge site behind the car showrooms. 

Complement 

Canterbury Mazda dealer principal Kevin 
Ferrell was delighted with the acquisitions, 
selling a Subaru even before he had a chance to 
put up the new signs: 

‘The two brands complement the models in 
our long-running Mazda franchise,” he told 
Driving. 

“But they are also a good fit in other ways: the 
demographics for the Canterbury and rural 
east Kent area are right for the 4x4 dependabil¬ 
ity of the Subaru line-up, especially the rugged 
Outback and Forester models - some of the 


farmers around here will have fond memories 
of the little pick-up trucks that made the brand 
popular in the UK in the 80s. 

“The CT post code area contains a lot of fami¬ 
lies who enjoy a rural lifestyle and countiy pur¬ 
suits, go to horseshows and so on. The Subaru 
range still contains the racy 300bhp Impreza 
WRX, but it looks more discreet these days and 
is aimed at a more discerning performance driv¬ 
er, but we see our main market as rural buyers. 

“The timing is good too with the impressive 
new diesel engine now available for those who 
are wedded to that fuel.” 

He added that Isuzu was also welcome and 
would be popular with local farmers looking for 
a workhorse, but he also expected the dealer¬ 
ship’s association with the ParkerSteel opera¬ 
tion to pay dividends: 


“Our parent company has a massive reach, 
not just in Kent; it has a database of30,000 cus¬ 
tomers and many will be in the construction 
sector and looking for a tough 4x4 site vehicle.” 

Sales for both brands are already under way 
and work will start soon on a £50,000 refurbish¬ 
ment and signage. 

Both new brands share the same Midland- 
based distributor, which should be pleased 
with the Subaru development particularly. 

Just six years ago, Subaru’s UK import base 
was re-located to a 28-acre purpose-built facili¬ 
ty at Neats Court near the Port of Sheemess on 
Sheppey, after outgrowing its previous site in 
Gloucestershire. 

The move coincided with rapid growth for the 
brand, which then suffered a setback as con¬ 
sumers starting switching more and more to 


diesels in the all-wheel drive premium sector. 

Compounding the problem was Subaru’s 
decision to remain loyal to the distinctive hor¬ 
izontally-opposed cylinder or Boxer engine 
layout that gives its cars good handling and 
perforance and underpins the marque’s 
‘Uncommon’ marketing pitch. 

So, rather than buying in a diesel - though 
this would have entailed some re-working of 
its models - it opted to take time to develop a 
unique Boxer diesel engine, now driving a 
resurgence of interest in the brand. 

With Canterbury Mazda adding it to its 
portfolio, Subaru now has a well-placed dis¬ 
tributor for the whole of the east of the coun¬ 
ty - former franchise holder KAP at 
Folkestone having decided to concentrate on 
servicing and parts.

Kia Spoilage 


CHANGE is a constant theme at 
Kia and in the motor market gen¬ 
erally nowadays. 

Five years ago, like many people, I might 
have said there is nothing more frustrating 
than something that looks like a four-wheel 
drive motor, but has just two wheels under 
power. 

It conjures memories of that old fraud, the 
Matra Rancho of the 70s/80s - it should have 
been dubbed the Macho - created to capitalise 
on the buzz from the original Range Rover. 

‘Funky chunky’ 

Recently though, carmakers have found 
success with economical front-wheel drive 
designs that have what I call the ‘funky 
chunky’ 4x4 look. 

A convenient label like ‘crossover’ has 
helped too, making the Nissan Qashqai and 
Peugeot 3008 big sellers in particular. 

And so we come to the Kia Sportage, 
launched with a fanfare last year in arresting 
full spec 4x4 glory, but now available in big¬ 


selling front-wheel drive only versions too. 

Not only does it exhibit how the market has 
changed, but also how Kia’s image has been 
transformed in just a few years. 

The Korean brand’s previous two genera¬ 
tions of Sportage were tough and worthy and 
offered tremendous value, the Mk II being 
offered latterly with the seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty now standard on all Kias. 

But its replacement is a Kia you can buy 
because you simply like it, without even con¬ 
sidering that warranty and keen pricing from 
£17,015. 

It is no coincidence that it is also the first 


Kia penned completely by former Audi design 
guru and TT creator Peter Shreyer. 

He joined Kia four years ago, but new cars 
aren’t sketched and then made overnight so 
Shreyer’s influence was diluted until the 
arrival of the Sportage, which could prove to 
be as pivotal - at least, for now - in changing 
Kia’s image as was the first TT for Audi. 

I refuse to label it a crossover though, 
because the selling pitch there is how such 
cars straddle the family hatchback, medi¬ 
um MPV and compact SUV/4x4 sectors; the 
new Sportage is bigger and more striking 
and lacks the seating/cabin versatility of 


top crossovers like the Qashqai and the 
Skoda Yeti. 

The rear seats, for instance, do not fold 
absolutely flat though the cargo space - with 
seats upright or flat - is good. It will also 
seat three across the back with good elbow, 
leg and headroom. 

However, despite a big and tall body the 
Sportage feels nimble and well-sorted and 
can be pushed hard with just a bit of wallow 
on bends. 

But if you think you need the big 2.0-litre 
petrol (161bhp) and diesel (134bhp) engines 
to wring the best out of it, think again.

DESPITE economic gloom and 
doom, new car registrations 
managed to rise by nearly two 
per cent in 2010. 

Admittedly, industry sources predict a fall 
of five per cent for the coming year, but the 
sound reasons why many people splashed 
their cash on a new motor last year have not 
really changed. 

The big ticket item in anyone’s budget, a 
new house, is not really an option in such 
uncertain times, but anyone who has a 
steady job and cash in the bank might fancy 
changing their car now. 

Savings accounts are earning a pittance, 
so you might make more through big sav¬ 
ings on a new car thanks to good deals from 
carmakers and forecourts desperate to deal. 


There is a new realism about list prices 
anyway as manufacturers recognise that 
these fairly tale figures are a big deterrent to 
genuine private buyers, thereby outweigh¬ 
ing their intended benefit to carmakers: to 
convince fleet buyers of fantastic bulk-buy 
discounts and also to give dealers room to 
manoeuvre on deals and part exchanges. 

Other buyer incentives out there in a 
tough market include superb packages on 
finance - which banks simply won’t match 
- insurance and servicing. 

There are also outstanding warranties 
available such as Vauxhall’s ‘lifetime’ 
guarantee on cars up to 100,000 miles. 

Servicing deals often cost extra but can be 
very cost-effective, so ask about those if one 
is not offered. 

Remember too that road tax also favours 
downsizing or changing to a leaner and 
meaner motor; most superminis and many 
family hatchbacks now qualify for zero

road tax in year one and modest charges 
thereafter. 

Petrol power is also coming back into the 
frame against diesel, particularly at the 
lower end of the market. The fuel itself 
is set to stay cheaper than diesel simply 


because oil refining capacity is geared more 
to the former. 

Petrol engines are also cheaper to buy 
upfront and lighter, and while they still cannot 
compete on economy with diesels, it is the sav¬ 
ings elsewhere that quietly add up: less wear 
and tear on tyres and front end mechanicals. 

Diesels may have won over many sceptics 
with their good low-down power delivery, 
but small and efficient turbocharged petrol 
units are making a difference here now and, 
with the nimbleness of petrol power, make 
for more entertaining driving. 

Petrol engine emissions are also being 
lowered steadily so their road tax and emis¬ 
sions credentials are far better. 

Factor in all of the above and the sums 
start to add up on ditching something dated 
and less efficient in favour of a modem and 
more eco-friendly model.

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Buyers find small is beautiful 


STEVELOADER 


DOWNSIZING continues to be 
the UK motor market’s buzzword. 

Some 20 years ago, the family saloon/com¬ 
pany car sector was dominant, largely 
thanks to the company car culture where big 
and brash was beautiful. 

Then came the rise of the family hatchback 
and supermini; throughout the Nineties and 
early Noughties they had a ding-dong battle 
for market leadership. 

However, helped by soaring fuel and insur¬ 
ance costs, greater environmental awareness 
and then by Government legislation via 
punitive road tax on larger cars, ever more 
stylish superminis have gained well over 40 
per cent of sales if you include the even 
smaller city car segment - family hatch¬ 
backs had to settle for the No2 spot with 
around 25 per cent of registrations. 

Crossover 

More difficult to quantify though is the trend 
towards ‘crossovers’ - cars like the Nissan 
Qashqai, Skoda Yeti and Peugeot 3008. 

As the name implies they straddle several 
sectors including family hatchback, MPV 
(multi-purpose vehicle) or people carrier and 
SUV (Sports Utility Vehicle) and are hard to 
pigeonhole under the current classification 
system. 

Many manufacturers have already tried to 
apply the sexy new crossover label to 
what would once have been their SUV mod¬ 
els - especially as the 4x4/SUV sector has 
declined - and we can expect an industry

reappraisal of how classes are defined and 
counted. 

This could then show a burgeoning third 
sector comprising the new-age crossover 
designs.

GLOBAL warming and care for the 
environment has created a need for 
leaner and meaner models. 

New road tax bandings, ranging from zero to 
£950 a year for gas guzzling limos or 4x4s, are 
changing our car buying habits too. 

Of course, anyone spending £50,000-100,000 
on a new motor won’t worry about small 
change like that, but most people like saving a 
few quid there and through the improved 
economy of greener cars, while incidentally 
doing their bit for the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be the 
answer and there has been lots of publicity 
about ‘plug-in’ models for overnight charging 
at home or city centre charging points. 

But battery technology has some catching 
up to do and the zero emissions argument is 
misleading. Until we have zero emission 
power stations, electric cars simply transfer 
the C02 and noxious gas output from exhaust 
pipe to belching chimney. 

Refinement 

Are hybrids the answer then? Japanese 
giants Toyota and Honda lead here, pairing 
conventional engines with electric power and 
batteries. 

However, hybrids are expensive to buy and 
the economy at motorway speeds is no better 
than a frugal diesel. 

And so we return to the internal combustion 
‘lump’ where emissions are plummeting, econ¬ 
omy is soaring and refinement is improving. 

In fact, things are moving so fast that you 
marvel at what a few legislative kicks up the 
backside have achieved. 

The downsizing phenomenon is well under 
way too, with several new cars proving that 
‘small is beautiful’. 

Most carmakers also now have an ‘eco’ sub¬ 


brand such as Vauxhall’s Ecoflex, Skoda’s 
Greenline, and Seat’s Ecomotive. 

But they often don’t come cheap, so weigh 
potential long-term savings against upfront 


cost - if you don’t cover the miles, convention¬ 
al alternatives may be a better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; the higher 
price of diesel cars and the fuel at the pumps 


must be compared with new small capacity 
low emission/consumption petrol engines such 
as the turbocharged 1.4-litre units found in 
the Skoda and Seat ranges.

DOs and DON’Ts before buying a new car 


Don’t accept the first deal on offer - be ready to haggle. 

© Don’t be afraid to ask for trimmings like a tank of fuel, car mats or further discounts or 
extras. 

Don’t fall for what seems like a big bargain before you even haggle. It could be an 
unpopular engine or trim combination or a car on ‘run-out’ where production ceased a 
while ago - it might be just as thirsty as your old car and will depreciate badly. 

O Do pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, road tax and depreciation - it won’t get any 
easier out there. 

Don’t be blinded by road tax-exempt diesel eco models - check price, running costs and 
green credentials and the savings over your planned ownership mileage/years and then 
compare against the closest standard version. 

Do not assume that diesel will save you money - you will usually pay far more up front 
and the engines are generally heavier, which means more wear and tear on front tyres 
and mechanicals. The fuel is also dearer at the pumps, while petrol cars have become 
dramatically better on fuel and emissions and, in most cases, are far nicer to drive. 


Will a diesel save you 
money in the long run? 


SALES of new diesel cars in the UK rose to a 
record of 46.1 per cent last year, but research by 
car buying watchdog Parkers, show they may 
not be the smart choice. 

The website’s editor Kieren Puffett said: 
“Although the average economy is usually rated 
better than the equivalent petrol model, a 
diesel model will carry a premium over petrol 
when you come to buy and diesel is still more 
expensive at the pumps. In some cases that 
means you’ll have to travel many miles before 
it starts to pay off.” 

Parkers underlined the point by picking 10 


models with both diesel and petrol equivalents 
in their range and calculated how many miles a 
buyer would need to cover at current fuel prices 
to recoup their money, if travelling an average 
of 12,000 miles a year. 

Puffett said: “The results turned out to be 
quite surprising. For instance, a diesel 
Chevrolet Captiva, costing £5,000 more than its 
petrol equivalent, will take 15 years to recoup 
your money in fuel savings - patently a ridicu¬ 
lous idea. Conversely, a Saab 9-5 diesel is both 
cheaper to run and buy so you’d be a fool to opt 
for a 9-5 petrol.” 


Q 


Do spare a thought for an LPG (liquefied petroleum gas) car model. LPG offers lower 
emissions and is roughly half the price of petrol at the pumps. There are also many more 
filling stations offering the fuel, so there is now no need to rely on the car’s more expen¬ 
sive petrol tank bridging the gap between gas fill-ups.

Braced for shockwave 
of R&D base’s closure

THE impending closure of Pfizer’s 
Sandwich base is expected to have a 
devastating knock-on effect on the 
Kent economy. 

In addition to the 2,400 direct employees who 
will be made redundant over the next two years, 
an estimated 3,000 extra jobs may also be lost 
once contractors and other small businesses lose 
their main source of revenue. 

Andrew Aves - regional organiser of the Kent 
branch of the Federation of Small Businesses - 
described the situation as ‘Very serious”. 

He added: “Clearly the supply chain is going to 
be affected too, such as the people who work in 
the staff canteen, for example. I wouldn’t have 
thought the staff at Pfizer clean their own win¬ 
dows either. 

“But the knock-on effect will be significant 
right across the board, because if you remove the 
wage packets of 2,400 people then the grocery 



stores, pubs, restaurants, theatres and so on are 
all going to suffer. People commute to Sandwich 
from Canterbury, Thanet and elsewhere, so the 
closure of Pfizer presents a huge risk to the eco¬ 
nomic sustainability of east Kent, which is vul¬ 
nerable enough as it is.” 

Pfizer - which lays claim to some of the world’s 
biggest medical discoveries, including anti¬ 
impotence drug Viagra - is based in Surrey and 
has other operations in Maidenhead, Aberdeen 
and Cambridge. 

The Sandwich site conducts research and 


development on allergy and respiratory drugs. 

At its peak, about 5,000 staff worked there, 
but numbers halved after manufacturing ended 
at the site in 2007. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said the closure was a 
“huge blow” to the county. 

She added: “An operation of the scale of Pfizer 
draws heavily on the local supply chain in terms 
of goods, services and infrastructure. The knock- 
on effect of the closure will undoubtedly be 
heavy in east Kent, and probably throughout 
the county. 

“Pfizer is also representative of a very special 
hi-tech science sector of which Kent has been 
justifiably proud. Its withdrawal from the area, 
which has provided such a valuable infrastruc¬ 
ture for years, is extremely disappointing.” 

Ms James added that she felt Sandwich and 
east Kent as a whole should have the ability and 
talent to overcome the loss of Pfizer. 

She said: “We can but hope that with govern¬ 
ment help the facilities, the workforce and the 
local supply chain can move onto other things to 
mitigate the effects.” 
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Tourism growth’s solid foundations 


A STRIKING campaign aimed at marketing the 
county as cool and contemporary has drawn in 
an additional £18 million for the tourism industry. 

In its first five months the £400,000 Kent 
Contemporary project, designed by Visit Kent 
and M&C Saatchi, pulled in almost 420,000 extra 
visitors. The campaign featured posters - dis¬ 
played at London stations and on the 
Underground - of unusual images of Kent cap¬ 
tured by leading photographer Jean Luc 
Bernard. 

The aim was to tempt city dwellers and people 
from across the South East and Europe to the 
county to enjoy its natural and historic delights. 

The chief executive of Visit Kent, Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh, said the campaign was 
already proving its worth. “I am looking forward 
to working with more tourism, leisure and hospi¬ 
tality businesses and organisations committed to 
growing our economy,” she added. 

The campaign - which featured three key 
images: Hever Castle; Botany Bay in Thanet; and 
the Goods Shed in Canterbury - also encour¬ 
aged county residents to take more overnight 
trips and day trips in Kent, with a total value of 
just under £11 million - although this figure was 
not included in the economic impact data. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, Kent County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for regeneration and economic 
development, said: “These are stunning results 
and it’s great to see so many people visiting our 
county. This campaign opened the eyes of many 
potential visitors by showing them the hidden 
gems we all take for granted. 

“We have more than 3,000 tourism, leisure and 
hospitality businesses in Kent and their success 
is crucial. KCC is committed to working with Visit 
Kent and investors to promote this industry, 
which contributes more than £2.5 billion to our 
economy every year and supports 50,000 jobs.

T HIS week's decision by Pfizer to close its base in 
Sandwich serves as a harsh reminder of the world 
we currently live in. 

While the Government prefers to use words like 
“recovery” and “revival” when referring to the economy 
these days, it's clear business is still struggling and that 
even the biggest multinational corporations are being 
forced to cut their losses. 

The 2,400 employees directly affected by the impend¬ 
ing closure of Pfizer have some big decisions to make 
over the next two years, as it is clear such highly-spe- 
cialised jobs will be hard to come by anywhere else in 
the county. 

Many will be forced to leave Kent in search of alterna¬ 
tive employment, while some may decide they have no 
choice but to seek a new career path altogether. 

There is also the knock-on effect the closure is bound 
to have on the local economy As both the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce and the Federation of Small 
Businesses have pointed out, there are likely to be 
many more firms that will suffer from the loss of such a 
huge employer. 

What will happen to all the shop workers, restaurant 
staff, cleaners, canteen workers and so on who rely on 
the cash spent by Pfizer’s army of workers? 
Unfortunately it looks like many will end up beside them 
in the dole queue. 

However, through the dark storm clouds gathering 
over Sandwich, there are some who can just make out a 
glimmer of hope in the distance. 

They say the site is just too large and too hi-tech to be 
wasted, and that the demise of Pfizer in Kent could lead 
to an influx of science-led companies that could make 
full use of the technology available to them. 

Kent County Council is well aware of how important 
the Sandwich base is to the cast Kent economy and 
beyond, and should be pushing the Government to do 
all it can to ensure such a positive outcome.

WeVe also looking to 
work on how to deliver more in the 
Thames Gateway and ensure support 
for rural economies. 

“Other priorities are the need for 
greater housing growth and transport 
networks. We’re trying to be more proac¬ 
tive in coming up with solutions like in 
our Growth Without Gridlock docu¬ 
ment, which looks at development such 
as building a third Thames crossing. 

The LEP will come up with all sorts 
of innovative solutions through public 
and private sector working.”

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Making timely 
case for extra 
winter light 

A KENT businessman has asked his MP 
to support daylight saving time and 
queried whether we should be putting 
our clocks back in the autumn. 

Aaron Dewhurst, managing director of 
the Glass Wipe Board Company, based in 
Hythe, spoke to his MP, Damian Collins, 
on local business matters. 

One area of conversation was the day¬ 
light saving debate and how it could 
affect Kent businesses. 

Daylight saving time was introduced 
in the early 20th century and since then 
Britons have been putting the clocks one 
hour ahead in spring and winding them 
back one hour during autumn. 

Over the years the public and politi¬ 
cians have debated whether we should be 
moving the clocks back at all. Mr Collins, 
the MP for Folkestone and Hythe, sup¬ 
ports daylight saving and believes busi¬ 
nesses could benefit from having more 
daylight in winter afternoons. 

He said: “Businesses in retail and 
leisure could open later and have more 
daylight trading time. Commuters would 
have the opportunity to travel home in 
the light. 

Activity 

“It would also reduce energy costs and 
increase business activity, therefore day¬ 
light saving would benefit not only local 
businesses but countrywide businesses 
too. The Daylight Saving Bill 2010-11, a 
private members’ bill, has been intro¬ 
duced to Parliament. If passed, the 
Government will conduct further analy¬ 
sis, tests and reports. Prime Minister 
David Cameron would want the country 
on the whole to support the bill.” 

Mr Dewhurst believes an extra hour of 
daylight in the afternoon will have a 
huge benefit. 

He said: “Not only will it allow an extra 
hour of trading for Kent businesses, but 
it is argued that road traffic injuries 
would reduce as children and some com¬ 
muters would be travelling home in the 
daylight. 

“Energy costs may be reduced as peo¬ 
ple are more likely to go outside rather 
than stay indoors where artificial light¬ 
ing is used. An extra hour in the after¬ 
noon may also give tourism a boost 
because the extra afternoon light would 
lengthen the tourist season. 

“Tourism-related businesses such as 
retail, hospitality and transport would 
benefit from the extra hour of trade 
along with the prospect of more tourists.”

County’s ‘big 
conversation’ 
turns to future 
food security 

THE security of Kent’s food production, horticulture and agriculture 
was the main topic of discussion at a business event.

A FOOD manufacturer has acquired a 
Dutch ingredients firm to expand its posi¬ 
tion in the sector. 

Ardo, one of Europe’s largest food compa¬ 
nies, has taken on Ploegmakers Food 
Ingredients which supplies fresh-frozen 
and refrigerated fruit, vegetables and herbs 
for different food products, including ready 
meals and sauces. 

The Dutch company has an annual 
turnover of about £30 million. Through the 
acquisition, a new company called Ardo 
Food Ingredients has been established. 

Debbie Henry, UK business sector manag¬ 
er of the new firm and who is based at 
Ardo’s UK headquarters at Charing, near 
Ashford, said: “We already have a very suc¬ 
cessful food manufacturing sector, but the 
acquisition of Ploegmakers means we can 
now provide additional expertise, increased 
capacity, and a wider product range. 

“The integration of a highly sector- 
focused provider with our portfolio will 
enable Ardo Food Ingredients to become a 
major player in the sector and the company 
of choice for frozen fruit, vegetables and 
herbs for industrial customers.” 

Ardo, which is based in Belgium, has 15 
production and packing units in eight 
European countries. 

It supplies 520,000 tonnes of frozen fruit, 
vegetables, pasta and rice to 54 countries 
each year and has an annual turnover of 
around £480m. 

The company recently invested £15m in a 
new hi-tech factory at Charing. 


Kent County Council and the 
Kent Economic Board organised 
the debate in conjunction with 
East Mailing Research and 
other major players in the pro¬ 
duction sector. 

The event, viewed as a ‘big 
conversation’ with land-based 
businesses and their advisers, is 
part of KCC’s and KEB’s efforts 
to get closer to key industries to 
ensure Kent’s future prosperity.

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Cutting back on VAT 
- not your profits

NOW that the standard rate of VAT 
has increased to 20 per cent, small 
businesses will find the thought of 
reducing their VAT burden even more 
appealing. 

Those with an annual, VAT-exclu¬ 
sive turnover below £150,000 per 
year may make big savings in their 
VAT payments by operating the ‘flat- 
rate scheme’. 

Once approved to use the 
scheme by HMRC, a business can 
account for VAT on its turnover at a 
lower rate of VAT, while still charging 
customers the full 20 per cent. 

Different rates apply to different 
types of business. For example, 
hairdressers or beauticians account 
for VAT at a rate of 13 per cent; a 
management consultant 14 per 
cent; an architect or surveyor 14.5 
per cent; a general builder (providing 
goods as well as services) 9.5 per 
cent; and pubs 6.5 per cent. 

In return, the business does not 
make a separate claim for VAT on its 
purchases, except for capital items 
over £2,000 (eg, a commercial vehi¬ 
cle or plant and machinery) or stock 
and assets on hand at the date of 
registration, for which VAT can be 
recovered as normal. 

If using the scheme within the first 
year of VAT registration the pub¬ 
lished rate can be reduced by one 
per cent for that first year following 
registration. 

Once on the scheme, a business

does not have to leave it until its tax 
inclusive turnover in the last 12 
months, or looking forward, in the 
next 30 days, exceeds £230,000. 

Those having difficulties with cus¬ 
tomers’ late or non-payment of 
invoices may also find it beneficial to 
use cash accounting alongside the 
flat rate scheme, which allows the 
business to account for VAT only 
once it receives payment.

Fans used to a diet of high-octane Premiership football featuring 
millionaire players found themselves on short rations during the 
England team’s performance in the World Cup finals last year. 
During post-tournament recriminations, a recurring theme was 
the lack of good homegrown talent nurtured by top English clubs, 
happy to import crowd pleasers from abroad. 

But is this set to change? Not at club level so much, but at the 
grass roots? STEVE LOADER went to watch and then became 
engrossed in a soccer training session at Maidstone

I T WAS a cold January night and I was¬ 
n’t expecting much as I turned up for 
the end of SoccerElite training in 
Maidstone. The plan was to witness a 
session before interviewing one of the 
organisation’s co-directors and former 
professional player, Tony Browne. 

Will it have changed that much since my day, though? 
A time when grumpy and grizzled old coaches would 
shout grudging praise and seemingly gleeful abuse in 
equal amounts. 

The answer is yes, if SoccerElite is anything to go by I 
quickly found myself drawn into watching the obvious 
enthusiasm shown by youngsters, first practising skills 
and then playing a quickfire game, with Tony skilfully 
maintaining the tempo via chirpy tips and lobbing in a 
replacement ball quickly when the previous one had 
gone into touch. 

B Y the end, the players - some as young as seven, 
but all shapes and heights - left the floodlit practice 
field at Maplesden Noakes School, chattering loudly. 
After this workout, Tony, 34, stressed how important it 
was that, even when a lad missed a shot or was caught 
in possession, that his advice should carry a positive 
message. Not surprisingly, I find he has added a degree 
in sport science and psychology to his professional play¬ 
ing experience and FA coaching qualifications. 

He and co-director Lee Spiller, 32 - another experi¬ 
enced professional and a former team-mate - started 
SoccerElite four years ago after perceiving a gap 
between local training efforts via schools and small 
clubs, and the professional clubs - the need for a kind of 


football academy. 

Not only has the business taken off, but unearthed a 
string of potential future stars after numerous trials 
with major clubs and signings with the likes of 
Tottenham, Arsenal and Chelsea and with Kent’s 
biggest club, Gillingham. 

SoccerElite sides now regularly play academy sides 
from the top clubs - many of these lead to a young play¬ 
er being spotted and invited for a trial or to sign. 

More importantly perhaps, SoccerElite players are 
also exposed to foreign counterparts early through inter¬ 
national tournaments. Last year some 60 players, aged 
seven to 12, accompanied by about 100 parents, took 
part in a series in Italy. This year they will contest a 
tournament in Valencia, Spain. 

“They meet different types of players and skills, but 
it’s not just about football; it’s just an unforgettable

experience that will take them to even 
greater heights,” said Tony, with typical 
enthusiasm, adding: “While we are develop¬ 
ing youngsters’ individual skills, we are also 
teaching them to play in a team. It’s not 
about results, it’s about that awareness of 
working together and every player wanting 
to get on the ball as part of the team effort.” 

S occerElite is now in the process of 

restructuring in order to expand outside 
of Kent, aiming to double in size each 
year over the next two years (see comment 
below by Phil Beavan of Innovation & Growth). 

Tony himself was spotted early by West 
Ham United, which maintained a position in 
the top flight then largely through spotting 
and bringing on young talent, both to supply 
its team and to sell on. 

His own experience convinced him of the 
need for organised training early on: “People 
just don’t see it, but Lee and I know what 
made us better players, and that’s what allows 
you to make that extra step up. Then you are 
playing with better players and that raises 
your game, increases your options and so on.” 

SoccerElite runs a team of experienced 
coaches and charges £7 a week per player, cur¬ 
rently training around 400 youngsters - boys 
and girls - in and around the Maidstone area, 
including a special goalkeepers’ master class. 

We pay a premium rate to use the best 
facilities available, “ said Tony. “It doesn’t 


compare well with what I’ve seen in America 
mind you, where I visited one college that 
had a 20,000-seat stadium and filled it virtu¬ 
ally every game, but the game has a different 
structure out there. 

“And facilities are getting better here, 
despite the fact that just putting in flood¬ 
lights for an evening practice facility starts at 
around half a million. Ultimately though, we 
want our own training facility.” 

Tony - a versatile midfielder and defender 
- hung up his boots two years ago: “The busi¬ 
ness was really taking off and taking my 
time. I work five nights a week and 
Saturdays at Chelsea’s Academy - and, on 
the field... well, I wasn’t getting any quicker. 

“Of course I miss it, but this is great, too, 
working with young talent. I was also lucky 
enough to play with great players like Frank 
Lampard and Rio Ferdinand and it would be 
nice to think we are nurturing talents like 
that - there are not enough flair players com¬ 
ing through the English system. 

“But SoccerElite is not just about the obvi¬ 
ous talent. It’s also about those kids who have 
something that will take longer to come out. 
Everyone’s different and there are many kids 
whose footballing brain takes time to develop, 
or they are not physically ready. 

“They are the types who get overlooked by 
the system, but we can carry on working with 
them so that they get a chance later or sim¬ 
ply get more out of their game.” 
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PHIL BEAVAN - portfolio director of the Government-funded 
South East Business Innovation & Growth advisory service: 

“What we have worked on with SoccerElite is changing a 
successful football coaching academy into a well-structured 
business that happens to coach football, in order to generate 
the higher levels of growth that the business deserves. 

“SoccerElite is a very strong brand that has huge poten¬ 
tial and what this restructuring will do is lighten the admin¬ 
istrative burden on the management team and their backroom staff. 

“At the moment the company is Kent’s best known business 
secret and what we have looked at is putting the pieces in place to 
double size and turnover over the next 12 months, and go again the 
year after and through expansion outside of Kent. The company will 
remain Kent-based and become a major export for the county.” 


TONY’S TOP TIPS 

• Catch ’em young - “We say it’s 
obvious for football, but it applies to 
any skill or talent. Nurture it early and 
you will get the best from it.” 

• Give positive advice - “Stick and car¬ 
rot was the traditional way, but young¬ 
sters can take it hard. I’m often 
shocked - like many people - by the 
stuff parents shout at kids from the 
touchline. We always try to be upbeat - 
it works. And it applies in all walks of 
life, not just football.” 

• Take advice yourself: “We have built 
a good business without any outside 
funding. We’ve used our savings and 
then some, and worked really hard, 
but we wonder whether we could have 
achieved more with outside help and 
advice.

to avoiding gridlock’

THE wheels have been set in 
motion for the development of cru¬ 
cial transport links with the 
launch of a multi-million-pound 
funding bid. 

If successful, Kent could see a share of up to 
£10 million of Government’s £1.4 billion 
Regional Growth Fund which would go 
towards the planned Thanet Parkway station 
at Manston. 

The proposed development is one of a list of 
priorities, including a third Thames crossing 
and solution to Operation Stack, outlined by 
Kent County Council as part of a landmark 
strategy called Growth Without Gridlock. 

Transport chiefs said the station, which 
would be on the Ashford to Ramsgate line, 
would not only help create thousands of jobs in 
east Kent, but improve the much-criticised rail 
network and boost business at Kent 
International Airport in Manston. 

Kent County Council’s former cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, highways and waste Cllr 
Nick Chard said it would have an enormous 
impact on Thanet and the surrounding area.

‘We are working closely with Network Rail 
and we are trying to fund it by bidding for 
money from the Regional Growth Fund,” he 
said. For me, it’s a question of when we do this, 
not if.” 

The proposed development would improve 
journey times between Ashford and 
Ramsgate, where high-speed trains from east 
Kent are unable to reach full speed until near¬ 
er London. 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale has been cam¬ 
paigning for better rail services for the area. He

said: “Upgrading the line between Ashford and 
Ramsgate and the creation of the Thanet 
Parkway station would also unlock investment.” 

Charles Buchanan, the chief executive of 
Manston, said anything that improved links 
and connectivity in east Kent could only be a 
good thing. 

“The parkway station would have a positive 
impact on the area - we identified this in our 
own master plan for growth,” he said. “East 
Kent will become a weekend destination for 
tourists, and residents and businesses can be 
served by an airport on their doorstep.” 

The £10m bid was put together by Kent 
County Council, Thanet District Council, 
Network Rail, Southeastern and Kent 
International Airport owner Infratil. 

The Government said successful bids will 
be announced within 50 days. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said a 
Thanet Parkway station would support 
economic growth with an estimated 1,000 
jobs created per million new air passengers. 

He added that improvement to transport 
networks in east Kent could help create 
6,000 jobs by 2033. 

“To deliver true growth and prosperity we 
need radical plans and innovative new 
ways to fund them,” Cllr Carter said.

“We have already had a £50 million com¬ 
mitment to enhance the Manufacturing 
Advisory Service and a further £600,000 is 
being invested in a two-year automation 
and robotics programme that will deliver 
greater productivity and increase precision 
performance. It is pleasing to see 
advanced manufacturing is so high on the 
list of priorities and companies need to do 
their bit to ensure their voice is heard.”

Interview with

He said: “I’m not going to lie, it does hurt 
and does affect my mood. We drew last 
Saturday and three days later I still had 
the hump. You expect to get criticism when 
things aren’t going right, but the same per¬ 
son who is calling for your head one week 
will be cheering your name a couple of 
weeks later if you get the results. If you’re 
going to take the criticism to heart you’re 
not going to make it. 

“Once you stop playing, it’s the next 
step, otherwise you just stop completely 
and watch, which isn’t really in my make¬ 
up. One thing you’re not doing it for is the 
financial reward - you get a bit for it, but 
the hours outweigh that. You have some 
weeks where you’re doing something 
every day. It’s very time-consuming and 
you do need an understanding family - 
that’s key. 

“The reason I do it is because I’m ambi¬ 
tious. I’m not doing it just to tick over, I want 
the clubs I’m at to be successful with me.” 


Dropping two divisions into the Kent 
League, the demands on Heme Bay boss 
Simon Halsey’s time are no lighter. After 
more than a decade in the relatively stress- 
free position as assistant manager at a vari¬ 
ety of clubs, he stepped up to take over at 
Winch’s Field just over a year ago. 

Demands 

Despite enjoying a good start to life as a 
manager, he believes few outside the 
profession understand the demands the 
role brings. 

“I don’t think people do appreciate how 
much time it takes. For me as a coach, it 
was quite easy to do my session, speak to 
the manager and that was it until the next 
game. It’s not the same as a manager, it’s 
not a case of switching off at 5pm on a 
Saturday. 

“I do enjoy being in charge. I never 
thought I would and anyone who knows me 
will say I didn’t want to be a manager, but 


when the opportunity came up at Herne 
Bay it just felt right.” 

But the long hours can take a heavy toll. 
Marc Seager went straight from playing 
into management but after a successful 
spell in charge at Whitstable Town stepped 
down to spend more time with his family, 
feeling he was missing out on watching his 
young son grow up. 

After a clean break last season during 
which he watched almost no games live, the 
lure of a return to management is growing. 

He said: “I’d like to go full-time. I’d love to 
manage at Conference South level and be 
around better players, but you have to be 
focused. The last year I haven’t been 
because I wanted to be fully focused on my 
family - that’s the most important thing. 

“Football will always be number one with 
me professionally - if I’m honest I can’t get 
enough of it. It’s a full-time job for a part- 
time position, but if you want to be a good 
manager that’s what it takes.” 


LONG hours, little or no financia 
reward, perilous job security - 
those without a thick skin neec 
not apply. 

Hardly the dream job description, even ii 
today’s climate, yet despite the obviou 
drawbacks there is never a shortage o 
candidates when a vacancy appears at i 
non-league football club. 

The answer to why people put themselve 
through such apparent hardships varie 
from manager to manager, but for all a lov< 
of the game is never far from the surface. 

It is 24 years since Neil Cugley took hi 
first steps in management, the last 14 o 
which have been spent in charge a 
Folkestone Invicta. The job has change< 
dramatically during his long career, but tb 
central motivation remains. 

“Winning,” he said. “Definitely that’s tb 
big thing and putting a team together to do 
that. When you get the win it all seems 
worthwhile. Sometimes it doesn’t come 
along as quickly as you hoped - last sea¬ 
son we were winning most of our games 
and this season we’re not - but it’s a grea 
feeling even at this standard. It’s great to g 
up a level and really test yourself - it’, 
exhilarating going to places like 
Kingstonian and getting a result. 

Criticism 


“I’ve got to be honest, it feels better now 
than when I first started. When you’re 
younger you think it’s easy and then you 
realise how much hard work goes into it. 

“Of course the criticism gets you down a 
bit. People are a bit different now than 
when I started - everyone was a bit more 
easy-going - but now with websites there’s 
a lot more scrutiny and people are more 
knowledgeable.” 

Further up the Ryman Premier, one man 
who has been on the receiving end of criticism 
from the terraces this season is Tonbridge 
Angels manager Tommy Warrilow. 

A poor start saw him come under pres¬ 
sure, but the dissent at Longmead evapo¬ 
rated with a strong sequence of results that 
has seen the club climb the table. 

Into his third full season as manager, 
Warrilow describes the job as a drug but 
admits the flak can still sting.

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‘I’m back on track’

MIKE Conway has been given a 
golden opportunity to further his 
career after agreeing to race for 
one of Indy Car’s top teams this 
season. 

The 27-year-old will drive for Andretti 
Autosport when the season begins in March 
after announcing a deal earlier this week. It 
marks a significant move up the grid in the 
North American series after two seasons at 
Dreyer & Reinbold Racing. 

Conway’s new team-mates will be Ryan 
Hunter-Reay, Danica Patrick and Marco 
Andretti, all of whom finished last season in 
the top 10. The team have long been a fixture 
at the front of the field and their drivers have 
won the championship in three of the last 
seven seasons. 

A delighted Conway, who is from Sevenoaks, 


said: “This is a really exciting moment in my 
career to be racing for Andretti Autosport. It’s 
going to be an honour working with some 
great people and great team-mates, and I can’t 
wait to get started. 

“Everyone is fired up, especially me, and I’m 
ready for the challenge ahead. I can’t wait to 
hit the track and start achieving some great 
results.” 

The move took many by surprise, with the 
Sevenoaks driver missing two-thirds of last sea¬ 
son after sustaining back and leg injuries in a 
220mph crash at the Indianapolis 500 last May. 

Rehabilitation 

It was initially hoped he would be back 
behind the wheel before the end of the sea¬ 
son, but rehabilitation took longer than 
expected. 

Despite the time out of the sport, his repu¬ 
tation as a promising talent remains. After 
rising to prominence in Europe with spells in 
Formula 3 and GP2, Conway crossed the 
Atlantic to join Dreyer & Reinbold in 2009. 


A podium finish in his rookie year was fol¬ 
lowed by three top-10s at the start of last sea¬ 
son. He was heading for another strong finish 
at the Indy 500 before crashing two laps from 
the end. 

Conway had clearly made enough progress 
to convince Michael Andretti, head of his new 
team. 

He said: “Mike is a great addition to our 
team, for sure. He is talented, has a lot of 
potential and should really fit in well with our 
team here. He was off to a good start last year 
and had started to show what he is really 
capable of in the IndyCar Series. 

“He’s got great credentials, has raced in 
some very competitive formulas and is a 
proven winner. We’re really excited to be able 
to bring him to Andretti Autosport.” 

The new season begins with the Honda 
Grand Prix of St Petersburg, Florida, on 
March 27. Conway’s first chance to get 
behind the wheel will come earlier in the 
month, with tests scheduled in Florida and 
Alabama. 


Golden boys deliver success

CLUB history was made at the South of 
England Cross Country Championships last 
weekend as Tonbridge’s runners scooped a 
record haul. 

Max Nicholls became the club’s first indi¬ 
vidual champion at any age group for 20 
years with victory in the under-15 boys.

He said: “I didn’t really expect it, to be hon¬ 
est. I hoped the three boys’ teams would win, 
but gold for the under-20s men was a sur¬ 
prise. We have a reputation for winning in 
the younger age groups, but we really want 
to start winning at under-20s and senior 
level, so it was an important step.” 

Andy Combs led home the under-20s, fin¬ 
ishing second, while Josh Bentham, Tom Cox 
and James Taylor all finished in the top 21 as 
Tonbridge edged out Shaftesbury for the 
team gold. 

The most dominant display came from the 
under-17s. Their top four runners all came in

WITH the new cricket season now less than 
three months away, the ball was set rolling by 
county bosses at the Kent Cricket League 
AGM on Wednesday night.

Jon Fordham arrived at the 
club’s commercial and mar¬ 
keting department in 
November 2000 and has been 
a visible presence at the 
ground ever since. 

His role was phased out as 
part of a round of redundan¬ 
cies announced at the end of 
last year. Although Monday’s 
departure was tinged with 
sadness, the 57-year-old was 
happy to have spent so long 
serving a club he has support¬ 
ed for half a centuiy. 

“I was very privileged to 
work for Kent. I have been 
keen on all my sports since I 
was a little lad and it’s some¬ 
thing you dream of being able 
to contribute to something 
that’s very close to your heart. 

“It was great fun and I will 
miss it tremendously,” he said. 

Change 

“I’ve left extremely amica¬ 
bly, there’s no sinister story 
behind what’s happened, I sin¬ 
cerely hopes on from strength 
to strength.” 

The biggest change in the 
sport over the past decade has 
been the introduction of 
Twenty20 cricket. It has since 
become a vital stream of rev¬ 
enue for counties, but when it 
began in 2003 Fordham, like 
everyone else, was unaware of 
the impact it would make. 

He said: “I don’t think any¬ 
body could tell straight away 
it was going to be a success. It 
was probably reflected in the 
way we as a club approached 


it in the early days - it was a 
bit of fun. 

‘When I first started what 
we had to market and sell was 
basically a one-day game and 
a four-day game, then all of a 
sudden TWenty20 came along 
and life was never the same 
again. From a commercial 
point of view the focus of your 
season now really is maximis¬ 
ing the opportunities from 
your home Twenty20 games.” 

The most marked change at 
the St Lawrence Ground in 
the past decade is the ongoing 
redevelopment, which began 
last autumn. It has been a 
long process but Fordham, 
who has been made a life 
member, is keen to watch it 
progress as a fan 

He said: “When I went to the 
club in 2000 there was a 
model in the committee room 
that I was taken to have a look 
at. It was the vision for the 
future so it’s been a long time 
coming. 

“There will be sadness that 
I’m not around to see the fin¬ 
ishing touches but I’m looking 
forward to watching some 
cricket this summer and see¬ 
ing how they’ve got on with it.” 

Jamie Clifford, Kent chief 
executive, said: “I would like to 
thank Jon on behalf of all 
involved at the club for his 
many years of loyal service. 

“He will be missed by col¬ 
leagues, members and 
supporters, who, I’m sure, will 
all join me in wishing him 
well for the future.”

FORMER Sittingboume, and Gravesend &

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DANNY Spiller “begged” doctors to 
give him the all-clear to return to 
football this week but was eventual¬ 
ly put off by the high risk of doing 
permanent damage to a badly bro¬ 
ken finger. 

The injury sounds insignificant compared to 
the usual ailments which keep players in the 
treatment room, but it is expected to keep the 
29-year-old on the sidelines for several weeks. 

Spiller went under the knife on Tuesday in a 
90-minute operation to repair his finger, which 
had one joint hanging on by a single ligament. 

Dangers 

He was keen to get back to first-team action 
as quickly as possible, but reconsidered after 
medical staff spelled out the dangers, which in 
the worst case scenario would have required 
part of the finger to be removed. 

He said: “I spoke to the surgeon and begged 
him to see if there was some strapping I 
could play in but he strongly advised me not to. 

“Where there is only one ligament, instead of 
three, holding my finger together, if I got anoth¬ 
er knock that’s when the massive problems 
could come.

“It would probably be fused for the rest of 
my life and I’m a bit young to lose the use of a 
finger. That’s when it hit home how serious it 
was, as much as I wanted to play.” 

Spiller sustained the injury during 
Gillingham’s 2-0 defeat at home to Chesterfield 
last month. A nudge in the back at a comer saw 
him lose his balance and the ball connected 
with the end of his right index finger. 

Despite admitting the bone was “crunching 
around” the midfielder played on for half an 
hour before eventually being substituted. 

He said: “I didn’t know anything had hap¬ 
pened at first, but it felt a bit sore and when 
I looked down one finger was facing away 
from the rest of them. I popped it back in but 
think I may have fractured it as it I did it. 

“There are so many nerve endings in the fin¬ 
gers that the pain has been worse than any¬ 
thing I have had before in my career. It sounds 
trivial to be kept out with a finger injury but 
I’ve never experienced pain like it.” 

Gillingham are not revealing when he is like¬ 
ly to return but Spiller, who signed 
a new 18-month contract in December, intends 
to be back well before the end of the season.

CLUB TO APPEAL RFU 
GOUGE PUNISHMENT

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club have 
refuted medical evidence which 
suggests one of their players delib¬ 
erately eye-gouged an opposition 
player, and have lodged an official 
appeal with the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU). 

Clarence Harding, playing for Gravesend, 
lost the sight in his right eye during a 
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Maidstone to contest £2.000 fine and 50-point 
deduction over incident that cost p la yer an ey e

Kent Cup game at The Mote on January 17 
last year. 

An RFU disciplinary panel which met in 
November ruled a Maidstone player had 
deliberately injured him. 

They found Matt lies not guilty of the act, 
but a second hearing last month the RFU 
hit the club with a 50-point deduction and 
£2,000 fine for conduct prejudicial to the 
interests of the game, with Maidstone held 
responsible for the actions of its members. 

Harding, 26, disappointed by the initial 
outcome, was stunned when Kent on 
Sunday informed him Maidstone would be 
appealing against the RFU’s decision. 

“I really don’t know what to say,” he said. 
“It’s been made very clear through the evi¬ 
dence that it could not have been an accident. 

“Two separate RFU panels found it was 
not an accident and so did the medical 
experts, so there’s nothing more I can say 
about that.” 

Maidstone have always maintained 
Harding’s injury was the result of an 
accident and chairman Andy Golding insist¬ 
ed he would continue the fight to clear the 
club’s name. 

Interpretation 

In what has become a test case for the 
sport, Golding questioned the interpretation 
of the law regarding the liability of a club for 
the actions of an unidentified player. 

‘We’re not looking for any compromise, 
we’re looking only for justice and fairness,” he 
said. ‘We’ve always maintained this was not 
an act of foul play and all the other charges 
brought against us are based on that. 

“This is a unique case in the history of 
the RFU and what’s counted against us is 
the RFU regulation which says a club is 
responsible for the actions of its members. 

“That’s not clearly defined so we are 
appealing against it because we don’t 
think it’s just or fair.” 


An RFU spokesman confirmed Maidstone’s 
appeal had been received and said a 
hearing date would be set before the end of 
the season, once a third disciplinary panel had 
been selected. 

With senior figures in the rugby world 
focused on the outcome of his case, 
Harding, who intends to launch a civil case 
against the club after the appeal is heard, 


reiterated the importance of his assailant 
being held responsible. 

He said: “It’s not just got to be good for 
rugby in this country, it’s got to be good for 
rugby in the entire world. 

“Gouging seems to poke its head out more 
often than not these days, I’ve paid the ulti¬ 
mate price and now somebody else has to 
pay the price.” 


Gills youth coach stable after 
heart attack on scouting trip 


GILLINGHAM youth team manager Darren 
Hare underwent an emergency operation 
this week after suffering a heart attack. 

The 43-year-old, who rejoined the club’s 
youth set-up from Dover Athletic last summer, 
was taken ill after returning from a scouting 
trip at Southend on Tuesday. 

He was rushed to William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford before undergoing surgery and was 
in a stable condition as Kent on Sunday went 
to press. 

Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler, who is 
Hare’s brother-in-law, was shocked by the 
news, which reached him after Tuesday’s 
2-2 draw away to Stevenage in League Two. 

He said: “As you can imagine there is a bit 
of a sombre mood around the place, espe¬ 
cially with the younger ones because he’s 


their manager. He’s obviously also a family 
member of mine, so our wishes are with 
Darren. 

“We wish him a speedy recovery and we 
will certainly miss him around the place for a 
while. Darren is a fantastic coach and I know 
all the boys love him at Gillingham. 

“He loves this place and he loves football, 
we are all thinking of him and hopefully we 
will see him back at the club soon.” 

Yesterday’s youth team game against 
Brighton & Hove Albion was postponed in the 
wake of the news. 

Hare is not expected back for some time so 
his duties with the youth team will be split 
between the first-team coaching staff and 
Bryan Bull, the club’s centre of excellence 
manager.
